Leaf Composting Program, Newspaper Recycling Pro- 
gram, Earth Day, monthly drop off, as well as others. We 


thank all those citizens of the town who volunteered their 
time and efforts in making these programs a success. We 
look forward with enthusiasm to our Curbside Recycling 
Program, scheduled to begin in January of 1992. We owe 
a special vote of thanks to the recycling Committee and our 
Health Agent, Robin Chapell, without whose efforts none of 
this would have been possible. 


As always, we will continue to focus on all issues 
brought before us and strive to continually serve the Citi- 
zens of Walpole to the best of our ability with expectations 
of making Walpole a better place.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


| hereby respectfully submit my 1991 Annual Report 
as well as complete my fourteenth year of faithful service to 
you, the residents of Walpole. 


1991 was a very challenging year for our world, our 
nation and our community. This was the year that Commu- 
nism collapsed in Eastern Europe and the U.S.S.R. dis- 
solved. This was also the year of the United States’ success 
in leading a United Nations effort in the Persian Gulf War in 
which Saddam Hussein and Irag were physically removed 
from its occupation of Kuwait. Here at home, a national 
recession has gripped the economy, especially in the 
Northeast. 


This has led the new State Administration, under 
Governor Weld, to drastically reduce local aid to cities and 
towns, thus requiring Walpole to significantly reduce its 
budget and its services. Our employees have strained to 
meet the challenge to continue to provide quality services 
to our community during these difficult economic times. 


The following is a list of issues that this office faced 
during the past year: 


Sludge Battle - Federal Judge Mazzone’s MWRA 
district wide sewer moratorium forced the Legislature to 
transfer the Commonwealth’s land to the MWRA; however, 
ourcommunity is still working with Governor Weld to find an 
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alternative solution through a competitive bidding process 
which is currently being pursued by the MWRA Board of 
Directors. 


Public Works Projects for 1991 Are - Major road 
resurfacing, the reconstruction of Stone Street, East and 
North Walpole Drainage Projects, the completion of anew 
3 million gallon Water Storage Tank off Old Post Road and 
its connecting water main from the High Plain Street Water 
Tanks, the construction of anew Septage Receiving Facil- 
ity off Robbins Road, the construction of Neponset Well #1 
at the confluence of the Neponset River and School 
Meadow Brook, the reroofing of a portion of the High 
School, the replacement of the Town Hall fuel tank, and the 
construction of a temporary Recycling Center behind the 
Public Works Garage in order to implement curbside recy- 
cling townwide. 


State DPW - In addition, the state DPW awarded a 
contract to replace the two wooden deck bridges on West 
Street to Barletta Corp. who started work in the Fall; and the 
State approved the 100 percent design plans for the 
Central Business District Project for bidding early in 1992. 


Hurricane Bob - Another challenge was to protect 
our community during Hurricane Bob, which caused sub- 
stantial tree damage in August, but our Public Works and 
Public Safety employees and our Civil Defense volunteers 


worked tirelessly to restore full service in conjunction with 
Boston Edison Company within a couple of day. 


Special thanks goes to my office staff, Jean St. 
George, Patricia Joseph, James Conroy and Dorothy Jack- 
son, who worked exceptionally well considering the loss of 
the position of the Assistant Town Administrator due to 
budget cutbacks. Most other Town and School Depart- 
ments similarly shorthanded have remained dedicated 
public servants, striving to deliver quality services with far 
fewer resources available. All of us are anxious for an 


economic recovery that redirects the precious tax dollars 
away from defense spending and towards a greater stan- 
dard of living during the 90’s for each U.S. citizen. The 
employees of our community stand ready to provide even 
better services and investments in our assets as soon as 
needed resources become available. 


Once again, | thank the current Board of Selectmen 
for their support of me to serve as your Town Administrator. 
As always, | consider it both an honor and a privilege to 
continue to serve you in this capacity. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Zoning Board of Appeals is a permit granting 
authority appointed by the board of Selectmen and has all 
of the powers and duties prescribed under Chapter 40A of 
the Massachusetts General Laws, as amended and as 
allocated under Section 8 of the Zoning By-Laws of the 
Town of Walpole. The Board of Appeals may: 


1. hear and decide applications for Variances with 
respect to land or structures, 

2. hear and decide applications for Special Permits, 

3. hear and decide applications for Site Plan Approval, 
and 

4. hear and decide appeals from decisions of adminis- 
trative officials of the town made under the Zoning 
By-Laws. 


In granting any of the above, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals must act within the time constraints and 
specificaitons of the General Laws and the Zoning By- 
Laws. The Board of Appeals may impose conditions, 
safeguards, and/or limitations as part of its approval of any 
application. 


The Board holds public hearings for all applications 
and makes its decisions only after the public hearing is 
closed. The Board is responsible for providing public notice 
of all hearings. This is done by publishing a legal notice in 
the local newspaper. In addition, notice is sent by mail to the 
petitioners, abutters, and owners of land adjoining the land 
of abutters within 300 feet of the property line. A copy of the 
notice is also sent to various other town boards, as appro- 
priate. 


The hearings held by the Board of Appeals are open 
to the public. Any person, whether entitled to notice of the 
meeting or not, may appear in person, by agent, or by 
attorney to be heard. Written testimony may be submitted 
to the Board at any time prior to the close of the public 
hearing. 


All decisions of the Board are in writing and are filed 
with the Town Clerk and with the Building Inspector. Notice 
of the decision is also provided to applicants, anyone who 
was entitled to notice of the public hearing, town depart- 
ments, and boards as appropriate, and to any other inter- 
ested party who specifically requests such notice. 


The Board consists of five regular members, and 
currently three associate members. Associate members 
may vote (as appointed by the Chairman for any specific 
case) in the absence, inability to act, or conflict of interest 
on the part of any regular member. Decisions of the Board 
require a four out of five approval. A liason from the 
Engineering Department may also be in attendance at 
public hearings as a resource. 


Board members usually attempt to view the site in 
question prior to a public hearing. The Board takes each 
case on its own merit and deliberates extensively to assure 
that a proper decision is finally developed. 


The Board normally meets on the first and third 
Wednesday of the month at 7 p.m. in the Main Meeting 
Room of the Town Hall. Applications, information, and any 
other assistance regarding administrative zoning may be 
obtained from the Board’s Administrative Assistant or from 
the office of the Building Inspector. Copies of the current 
Zoning By-Laws may be purchased at the office of the 
Town Clerk for a nominal fee.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Police Department is pleased to submit 
this annual report for the year 1991. 


In August, Steven Palmer joined the department as a 
patrolman. Steve started as a patrolman in Plainville in 
1977, and later joined the Norwood Police Department 
before coming to Walpole. Steve came to us highly recom- 
mended and we are happy to have him aboard. Steve is 
also a lifelong resident of Walpole. 


In November, Officer James O’Connell transferred 
from this department to the MBTA Police Department. The 
MBTA will have no regrets as Jim is a fine officer. 


Since 1986 the Ambulance has been maintained by 
the Walpole Fire Department. The Walpole Police Depart- 
ment has provided one man for every ambulance call since 
then as well as support from the patrol division in getting 
people to the ambulance. Twenty-one of our thirty-seven 
Police Officers are Emergency Medical Technicians. Al- 
though we no longer keep the ambulance, this department 
works hard to assist the sick and injured of Walpole. 


Training is again a high priority with this department. 
Itis a very important means of keeping abreast of the many 
new laws that are enacted, court decisions handed down, 
and police procedures to be followed. With this in mind, all 
officers are required to attend a forty hour in-service train- 
ing program conducted at the South Suburban Police 
Institute in Foxboro. 


During the past year many officers attended or were 
assigned to various seminars and special training pro- 
grams dealing with law enforcement. Several officers con- 
tinue to enroll in institutions of higher learning with the 
objective of obtaining a degree in law enforcement. 


| will take this opportunity to commend all members of 
this department, sworn and civilian, for their performance 
and the spirit of cooperation during this past year.

There were three members appointed during 1991. 
Thomas J. Morandi on February 1, 1991, James A. Carr, Ill 
on June 9, 1991, and David J. Kehoe on July 6, 1991. 


Emergency medical calls for ambulance service in 
1991 amounted to 780. The department supplied mutual 
aid ambulance to surrounding towns 40 times and received 
mutual aid 44 times. Collected ambulance fees totaled 
$69,434.51 


The Advanced Life Support Service operated by the 
Paramedics out of Norwood Hospital responded to 392 
medical calls and were utilized in 208 incidents this year. 


The department responded to 118 motor vehicle 
accidents, several of which were serious, including one 
fatality. In one incident, Boston Med Flight and Worcester 
Life Flight were used to transport victims to Boston hospi- 
tals. 


The department experienced a number of serious 
structure fires, several of which were casued by arson, 
resulting ina signficant dollar loss, and at a large cost to this 
department. There were two arson fires during October, 
one at a residential home on Summer Street which pre- 
sented a serious life threat to the firefighters because of the 
presence of approximately 20 gallons of gasoline in five- 


gallon plastic pails inside the house which was apparently 
designed to cause a total loss. The other fire was at the 
Epiphany Episcopal Church on Front Street. An aggressive 
interior attack by the first due Walpole fire personnel and 
back up by a Norwood Engine crew prevented the complete 
loss of the building. However, damage was estimated at 
$300,000. 


Another major fire caused by arson was experienced 
in December at the former Bird Technical Center on East 
Street. This very large old mill construction building has 
been vacant for several years and has been subject to 
constant vandalism. The conditions present in this type of 
long vacant old building represent another serious danger 
to the firefighters, who must spend every effort to extinguish 
fires so as not to allow extension to surrounding occupied 
property. 


The department again hosted the Annual Night Be- 
fore the 4th celebration for the 34th year, which continues 
to be a well attended and received event. The performance 
put on by the Christian Life Center Chorus was a great 
success. We appreciate their generosity and that of all 
those volunteers who devote their time and efforts in order 
to stage this celebration. 


Fire Prevention and Fire Safety under Lieutenant 
Manocchio continued throughout the year, including our 
Annual Open House held in October. In addition, the 
Lieutenant with the assistance of Firefighters Stephen 
Smith and Timothy Bailey visited over 2,400 students K-6 
in all schools delivering a fire safety lecture and demonstra- 
tion. Many industrial and commercial concerns were also 
visited and instructed in Fire Safety and in the use of fire 
extinguishers. 


Training continued throughout the year with many 
members attending seminars in various aspects of Fire 
Science throughout the state and in New Hampshire. In 
addition, several members continued to attend an intensive 
Train the Trainer Program in Hazardous Incident Control, 
held in Westwood sponsored by the Norfolk County Fire 
Chief's Association. Federal regulations mandate 24 hours 
of Hazardous Material Incident Training for each member 
per year. Firefighter Timothy Bailey, member of the Fire 
District 4, Hazardous Material Incident Control Team, re- 
sponded to three incidents in the district. 


We replaced a 1974 4x4 with a 1992 Ford diesel 4x4 
with self-contained mobile firefighting unit. Monies for this 
purchase were provided by the Prison Expansion Grant.

FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


The Fire Alarm Division continued with alarm box 
testing and repair, pole line maintenance and repair, radio 
and intercom repair and maintenance with daily circuit 
testing with proper record keeping. 


Pole relocations continued as always with Boston 
Edison and New England Telephone replacing many poles 
throughout town. 


With the construction of town-owned underground 
communication cables, this division assisted in installing 
radio communications throughout major town buildings at 
a savings to the town, as well as centralizing all base station 
equipment. 


Radio communcation reliability continues to be an 
important part of this division’s responsibility. We have, at 
this time, two base transmitters/receivers with eleven re- 
mote transmitter/receivers, 19 mobile sets, 17 portables, 
41 tone pagers and 22 home alert receivers. 


Fire at Epiphany Church on October 19, 1991 


This division installed an electronic Asco whistle 
valve in Station II due to the the cost of repair and amount 
of trouble with the existing Smith whistle valve. The new 
whistle valve has not had any repairs made to it since its 
intallation and will save labor hours. 


In the past year we have installed nine street boxes 
and two master boxes. There are now 80 master boxes for 
a total of 152 on the system. 


The two new master boxes are: 


4512 - Septage Facility on Robbins Road 

6924 - Lexus of Norwood on Route 1, East Walpole. 

Master Box Fees collected were $10,570.00 
The installation of street boxes is an ongoing program 

and will continue as time allows. With the installation of 


wires down Route 1, it is hoped that more businesses will 
apply for this service.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health and Health Department went 
through many changes this year, some positive, some not 
so positive. 


The Annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
Day was eliminated from the budget. We also lost the 
valuable services of the Center for Community Counselling 
& Education and Norfolk Mental Health Funding for 
SCNARC and Walpole Visiting Nurses were cut way down. 
The Board of Health also did not fund a Blessed Sacrament 
School Nurse. After 19 years of superior service from our 
Animal Inspector, Dr. Goodband, his services were termi- 
nated because of lack of funding. Thank you, Dr. 
Goodban4d, for all the years and valuable help you have 
given us. 


However, all is not so grim. Thanks to the never-tiring 
office staff - Linda Shea, Deputy Health Agent; Gail Nixon, 
Sanitarian; and Pat O’Connell, Administrative Secretary - 
this office accomplished many new tasks as well as our 
everyday functions. Mario Centamore is doing a fine job as 
Animal Inspector. 


Collectively the members and associate members 
bring valuable knowledge and professionalism to the Board 
of Health. Joanne Muti is serving her first term as chairper- 
son. Charles Jones is the Board’s clerk. The Board wishes 
to express their thanks to Alvina Baxter-Moran and Donnell 
Murphy, former Board members, for all the time they 
devoted to the Board. Phillip Ross became a full member 
to the Board. Edward (Ted) Maloney and John Willis 
(associate) are our newest members. Other members 
include Susan Fitzgerald, Robert Adler (associate), and 
Joseph Hughes (associate). 


The Health Department and the Recycling Commit- 
tee continued in its recycling efforts for the Town. Monthly 
recycling collection days continued with about 15% of the 
residents participating. The Health Department asked fora 
grant from which the town received 4,745 free blue recy- 
cling bins from the State and purchased 1,200 more so 
every family in Walpole can receive one. We kicked off the 
“blue bin distribution” in June during one of our monthly 
collection days by hosting a Recycling Information Fair to 
educate people on why and how to recycle. This Depart- 
ment also readied the Town to start a curbside recycling 
program. The Town of Walpole has been heavily involved 
in the Millis Recycling Consortium, a group of twenty 
communities. This year the Consortium put out a proposal, 
received bids, evaluated them, and selected Materials 
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Recover, Inc. to receive, process and market the commu- 
nities’ recyclables for 20 years. Each town will decide within 
a few months if they will be signing this contract. 


The Town’s composting program expanded this year 
to include leaves and grass. Christmas trees were also 
picked up, chipped, and recycled. 


The Walpole, Norwood, Canton, and Westwood 
Health Departments organized two seminars this year. 
One was to educate our managers and lifeguards of semi- 
private pools in Walpole and surrounding communities with 
the goal of providing better safety, sanitation, and pool care 
for the users in these communities. The second was to 
educate the mobile food operators with the goal of provid- 
ing better handling of food and better sanitation practices to 
lower the risk of food-borne illnesses. The Board of Health 
made it mandatory for all licensed mobile food operators in 
Walpole to attend. 


Right-to-Know Training for Municipal employees has 
been successfully carried out by the Health Department. 
This department routinely inspects all asbestos building 
materials in the schools to make sure of its integrity to 
ensure the safety of all the occupants of the school build- 
ings. 


The Walpole Board of Health rewrote its animal 
regulations to better serve the needs of the community. 


Education is always one of the primary goals of the 
Board of Health. This year information on properly testing 
private drinking wells was emphasized. Linda Shea did a 
commendable job putting together a display for this at the 
Walpole Public Library. 


The Board of Health continues to review Notice of 
Intents, preliminary and definitive plans. It also continues to 
oversee three groundwater monitoring programs in town, 
the mandatory hook-up program, an underground storage 
tank program, and a toxic and hazardous materials pro- 
gram. 


The Health Department makes every effort to inves- 
tigate all legitimate complaints. Follow-up action varies 
from the issuance of orders, ticketing, to taking court action.

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The first step in the control of 10 communicable 
diseases is their rapid identification followed by prompt 
notification of the local health authority by the medical 
profession. Reporting of these diseases is required by law 
and essential in order that appropriate control measures 
may be implemented should the situation warrant such 
action.

The Walpole Area Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., 
provides various services to the town. The Association 
promotes health by offering blood pressure checks, physi- 
cal assessments, medication and diet teaching, blood 
sugar testing, Mantoux tests and immunization. They fol- 
low up on our communicable disease outbreaks. For senior 
citizens, they offer routine health assessments as well as 
presentations on various educational topics such as 
Alzheimer’s Disease and Blood Pressure Awareness. The 
Association also provides blood sugar and cholesterol 
screening. The VNA also runs flu clinics for the town as well 
as home visits. 


The South Norfolk County Association for Retarded 
Citizens, Inc. (SGNCARC) is a much-needed organization 
run by and for local citizens, dedicated to the dignity and 
potential of all people. Its function is to advocate for the 
rights of mentally retarded and developmentally disabled 
citizens of Walpole (and the other communities in its 
location) and to provide or obtain quality services to indi- 
viduals and their families. SNCARC provides a compre- 
hensive and integrated network of services, designed to 
address a wide range of needs and developmental levels. 
They are able to accomplish this by providing respite care, 
early intervention programs, Norfolk Industrial Services 
(which consists of prevocational work adjustment, shel- 
tered employment, and supported employment services, 
Day Habitation services, residential services, clinical ser- 
vices and recreational services). 


The Board in contracting with these two agencies is 
able to provide many very needed services to Walpole 
residents. 


A special thank you to all the agencies, Town Depart- 
ments, other Town Boards, and volunteers for your helpful 
cooperation and assistance throughout this past year. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a private 
non-profit corporation governed by a citizen Board of 
Directors who represent each of the twelve towns in its 
service area: Canton, Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, 
Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood 
and Wrentham. 


The major programs of the Norfolk Mental Health 
Association available to Walpole residents are: 


CUTLER COUNSELING CENTER has a fully li- 
censed staff of social workers, psychologists and psychia- 
trists bringing together a rich variety of skills and experi- 
ence to provide a wide range of services to children, 
adolescents, and adults of all ages. In order to be most 
responsive to individual needs and community concerns, 
Cutler Center is organized into specialized programs offer- 
ing services in the following areas: Intake and Emergency; 
Family and Children; Alcohol and Substance Abuse; 
Chronic Care; Psychiatry; Adult; Senior Care; Psychologi- 
cal Testing; Assertiveness Training; Separation and Di- 
vorce; and Families of Substance Abusers. In the Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse Program, a significant affiliation has 
been forged with NORCAP Center providing a most com- 
prehensive approach to the treatment of substance abuse. 
Each program offers specialized groups and services, such 
as the Parent-Toddler Program, an educational and sup- 
portive experience for parents and their children from birth 
to age 3; and the Gym Program, a unique blend of counsel- 
ing and physical activity for children between the ages of 5 
and 15. 


Other Programs include the Widowed Lifeline offer- 
ing comfort, understanding, and friendship to men and 
women at any stage of widowhood; Project HIRE, a shel- 


tered vocational rehabilitation facility for people with emo- 
tional, development or physical handicaps. Programs in- 
clude diagnostic evaluations, electronic skill training, work 
adjustment training and counseling, shelter, long-term 
employment, and transitional employment and job place- 
ment; Parent-Aide Program offering trained and super- 
vised volunteer aides who provide one-to-one help to 
clients in the community, families and individuals in crisis, 
victims of domestic violence, and parents at risk of abusing 
and neglecting their children; Community Education Pro- 
grams: the staff of Cutler Center is available to provide 
talks, workshops and consultation on a wide variety of 
mental health related topics. These services are available 
to community agencies, civic organizations, business and 
industry, schools and the court system. In addition, com- 
munity education programs on such topics as stress man- 
agement, assertiveness training and clinical issues are 
held periodically throughout the year. 


Cutler Counseling Center currently has offices in 
Norwood and Wrentham with the Wrentham office provid- 
ing the full range of services offered by the Norwood Office. 


During Fiscal Year 1991, Cutler Counseling Center 
provided direct services to approximately 280 people from 
Walpole. The direct value of these services was $169,935 
of which the town of Walpole allocated $10,560. 


In the past year, people from Walpole who came to us 
for assistance were often referred by friends, neighbors, 
family, clergy, school, physicians, or community agencies. 
The most common requests for help concerned such 
problems as depression and anxiety, difficulties in mar- 
riage or family relations, school or behavior-related prob- 
lems, and acute or chronic mental illness. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association Board of Di- 
rectors includes John Sheehan from the town of Walpole. 


COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging continues to provide services 
and programs to that portion of the Town’s population 
which shows the greatest increase. Currently, in Walpole, 
we have 3,664 persons designated as senior citizens (a 
35% increase since 1980), and of these, 1,071 are between 
70 and 80 years of age with 576 over the age of 80. 


The Council on Aging was established by the Town of 
Walpole on April 28, 1969 in response to the legal mandate 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts created by Chap- 
ter 495 of the Acts of 1956 and made part of the General 
Laws Section 8B of Chapter 40. The Council on Aging is an 
agent of Town government and operates according to 
Council on Aging by-laws. 
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The philosophy of the Council is to promote wellness 
and independent living. It is our goal to respond to the 
needs and wishes of those we serve. Toward this end we 
encourage participation and offer a variety of programs. 


Functioning within the Council on Aging framework 
are two other organizations: (1) the Senior Citizens Club 
providing a great many social activities and (2) the Friends 
of the Walpole Council on Aging, Inc. The latter organiza- 
tion was founded in 1979 under the leadership of Mae 
Harrington with the original purpose being to provide a bulk 
mailing rate for the Council’s monthly newsletter. 


Since 1979 the function of the “Friends” group has 
greatly expanded to include spearheading two van fund 
raising drives, purchase and maintenance of an automobile 
for medical appointments, organize trips, and in 1991 to 
fund the program portion of the FY92 Council on Aging 
budget. In 1991, the “Friends” group formulated future 
goals and began action which ultimately should realize the 
formulation of: a:) a visitors and buddy system; b.) provide 
discretionary funds for the Outreach Program; c.) provide 
a network of direct services for senior citizens; d.) establish 
a program to provide individual legal counseling; e.) make 
the newsletter self-supporting; f.) establish a revolving fund 
for materials needed in home repairs; establish a network 
of local contractors to assist in providing services; g.) 
periodically refurbish the Senior Center. 


The “Friends” group will continue to fund the program 
portions of the Council on Aging budget. 


A wide range of activities and services are available 
to Walpole’s senior citizens including: an active walking 
club, line dancing classes and fitness programs, whist 
parties, day trips, craft classes, various health clinics and 
medical screenings under the auspices of the V.N.A. and/ 
or area professionals; additionally, senior citizens have 
available: transportation provided by a 20 passenger mini- 
bus and an automobile, a monthly newsletter, a nutrition 
program and home-delivered meals provided through 
HESSCO, Inc., funded by the Older Americans Act, sea- 
sonal fuel assistance under the direction of Self Help, Inc., 
and surplus commodities. 


One area of the Council on Aging of which we are 
most proud is our Outreach Program and Outreach 
Worker, Mrs. Conchita L. Geyer. While carefully carrying 
out the challenging tasks of providing for the needs of 
Walpole’s homebound and frail elderly, she has with pro- 
fessionalism and compassion brought together elderly 
individuals and a variety of community services. She also 
brings continuity into the lives of Walpole’s elderly in 
nursing homes and hospitals and attempts to coordinte the 
requests for services from the families of the elderly. 


Walpole is recognized for having one of the most 
successful Councils on Aging. Credit goes to an active 
Senior Club, involved Council members (7 regular and 11 
associate members), an active “Friends” group, and an 
extraordinarily caring attitude of full time Director Barbara 
P. Foley. The Council is the beneficiary of an enormously 
active volunteer force which in 1991 amounted to 14,884 
hours which if it were to be given a monetary equivalent 
would amount of $74,393. 


The population served by the Council on Aging is 
unique not only due to its longevity, but also because most 
remain taxpayers in the community. They subsidize their 
own services. Currently, Walpole Senior Citizens (those 
age 70 and older) are paying $1,904,278 in taxes. These 
dollars in combination with the funds paid for programs by 
the “Friends” make the Council on Aging a very cost- 
effective program. 


To all who support the Council on Aging in many 
ways, we extend our sincere appreciation. 


HANDICAPPED ACCESS COMMITTEE 


The committee is happy to announce that another 
school will be 100% accessible by the Fall of 1992. The 
committee has submitted a five year plan to the town 
through the Capital Budget Committee to complete two 
more schools and finally Blackburn Hall. However, due to 


the change in federal regulations, this may have to be 
changed. Once more, we wish to thank everyone in the 
town, especially the Police Department for their coopera- 
tion in helping to enforce the laws for the disabled. Meetings 
are held as necessary. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The Veterans Services program is available to eli- 
gible veterans and their dependents as stated in Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. A full-time Veteran’s Agent and part-time clerk 
are available to serve the veteran in need of assistance in 
the Town of Walpole. 
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Veterans Services is also available for assistance to 
veterans and their dependents in applying for federal 
benefits. This would include the preparation of applications 
for Pensions, Burial Allowances, Service Connected Com- 
pensation, Grave Markers, Educational Benefits, Medical 
Information, and Annual Eligibility Verification Reports. 


HERITAGE AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Commissions are established by cities 
and towns by authority granted in Massachusetts General 
Law for the promotion, preservation, and protection of the 
local natural resources and watershed resources. The 
Conservation Commission has jurisdiction in applying and 
enforcing the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and 
the Town of Walpole Wetland Bylaw. 


The Walpole Conservation Commission has six full 
members and one associate member. The valued mem- 
bers are: John Wiley, Chairman; Peter Baril, Vice Chair- 
man; Charles Hede, Treasurer; Albert Goetz, Brian Fiske, 
Katrina Joseph, and associate member Eileen Neilsen. 
The Conservation Commission encourages any citizen 
interested in becoming a member to contact the Conserva- 
tion Commission or the Board of Selectmen. Members of 
the Commission are appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
for staggered three year terms. As a member of the 
Commission, one will attend hearings scheduled on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Town Hall. Between meetings, members familiarize 
themselves with pending projects and conduct site visits. 
The Commission deals with many important environmental 
issues, and works actively in the preservation of open 
space and the protection of wetlands and water resources. 


PRESERVATION OF OPEN SPACE - The Town of 
Walpole has over 120 parcels of Conservation land with 
approximately 1010 acres of land. There are also approxi- 
mately 1037 acres of State Restricted Wetlands within the 
Town of Walpole, some of which is conservation land. 
These conservation areas provide important habitat for 
wildlife and protect the ecological diversity of both the flora 
and fauna within the Town of Walpole. The Conservation 
Commission controls the conservation property and it is 
their responsibility to regulate, manage, and promote these 
conservation areas. Some key acquisitions by the Conser- 
vation Commission include the Pinnacle, Cedar Swamp, 
Cobbs Pond, Turner Pond, Clarks Pond, Allen Dam, and 
Elm Street conservation areas. Conservation land acquisi- 
tions are accomplished by purchases, gift of land dona- 
tions, tax-title transfer, and placement of conservation land 
restrictions. Conservation land is preserved in its natural 
state and may be used for passive recreation such as 
nature trails. These conservation areas also provide areas 
for educational programs, bird watching, cross-country 
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skiing, and canoeing. There are several conservation par- 
cels throughout the Town that provide trail systems for the 
public. Trail maps are available at the Conservation Office 
and the Town Clerk’s Office. Interested citizens are encour- 
aged to use the conservation lands and to volunteer their 
time in helping the Town maintain these areas. 


PROTECTION OF WATER RESOURCES - Under 
the Wetland Protection Act, M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 
40, the Conservation Commission can regulate any activity 
such as dredging, filling, removing, or altering a wetland. By 
regulating these activities, the Commission is protecting 
eight important interests of wetlands: protection of public 
and private water supply and groundwater supply, the 
enhancement of flood control and storm damage preven- 
tion, the prevention of pollution, protection of fisheries and 
shellfish, and the protection of wildlife habitat. The Town of 
Walpole has also enacted and adopted its own Town 
Wetland Bylaw which is similar in content to the Massachu- 
setts statute, but its intent is to allow the Commission to 
create more restrictive Orders of Conditions if the project 
warrants such protection. There is one public hearing which 
addresses both the Town Bylaw and Massachusetts stat- 
ute in connection with each filing and application submitted. 


Any person intending to do work within a wetland 
resource area or within 100 feet from the wetlands (referred 
to as the 100 foot buffer zone) must file either a Notice of 
Intent or a Request for a Determination of Applicability with 
the Conservation Commission. A public hearing will be held 
within 21 days of receipt of the filing to discuss the project. 
At the close of the public hearing, the Commission will vote 
to approve or deny the wetland filing. If the project is 
approved, an Order of Conditions will be issued by the 
Conservation Commission to regulate the activities. The 
D.E.P. (formerly D.E.Q.E.) signs seen around the Town at 
construction sites indicate that there has been an Order of 
Conditions issued by the Conservation Commission and 
approved by the Department of Environmental Protection. 
If a person intends to work within the 100 foot buffer zone 
and is uncertain whether the activities constitute a filing, 
they should first contact the conservation office for a deter- 
mination. The Commission is empowered by the Wetland 
Protection Act to issue Enforcement Orders and/or levy 
fines against individuals who fail to file with the Conserva- 
tion Commission for work near or within wetlands. 


In 1991, the Conservation Commission reviewed 
approximately 56 new filings for various projects through- 
out the Town, while monitoring the construction of past 
filings. As larger parcels of buildable upland become 
scarce in Walpole, increased pressure is placed on buffer 
zone work and work adjacent to and within wetlands, 
thereby significantly increasing the responsibility of the 
Conservation Commission to see that further development 
is conducted in the best interests of the environment and 
the Town of Walpole. Three new residential developments 
were issued Orders of Condition in 1991 as well as Town 
projects for drainage repair on Main Street and drainage 
improvements to the Central Business District. The Com- 
mission also issued an Order of Conditions on the new 
pumping station for Neponset Well #1 which was con- 
structed under close scrutiny in the Town Forest. Due to 
persistent efforts by the Commission, a conservation re- 
striction was executed for land off Stone Street thereby 
preventing overdevelopment of an environmentally sensi- 
tive parcel of land. 


The Conservation Commission will continue working 
on updating the Town of Walpole Open Space Plan of 1987 
and encourages any citizen interested in preparing the 


update to contact the Conservation Commission. The 
Commission will also be working on the adoption of a “No 
Net Loss of Wetlands Policy” for the Town. The Commis- 
sion is attempting to identify and propose significant envi- 
ronmentally valuable resource areas, which include wet- 
lands for ACEC (Areas of Critical and Environmental Con- 
cern) designation. They have also been approached to join 
the Bay Circuit Trail by mapping out and connecting trail 
systems with surrounding towns to form the “Emerald 
Necklace” from Plum Island to Duxbury. The Commission 
has also worked on the identification and eventual certifica- 
tion of valuable vernal pools within the Town. Once again, 
any person interested in lending a hand to the Commission 
should contact the Conservation Office. 


The Conservation Commission has had a successful 
year in meeting its goals. Strict enforcement of the Wetland 
Protection Act, preservation of open space, land acquisi- 
tions, protection of groundwater and surface water, and 
preservation of conservation lands were all goals ad- 
dressed this year. The Commission will continue in their 
efforts to promote the Town’s natural resources and will 
look forward to meeting the goals outlined for 1992. 


HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


Ata special Town meeting held on April 29, 1970, the 
Town of Walpole voted to establish a local Historical 
Commission as outlined by Section 8D, Chapter 40 of the 
State of Massachusetts General Laws as regarding estab- 
lishing Local Historical Commissions. 


The Commission consists of five (5) regular members 
and three (3) associate members appointed by the Walpole 
Board of Selectmen. 


The Walpole Historical Commission is an agent of the 
local government. Our most important goal is the preserva- 
tion of the community’s historic places. The purpose of the 
Walpole Historic Commission is to work toward this goal by 
planning for and implementing programs for the identifica- 
tion, evaluation, and protection of Walpole’s historic re- 
sources. 


The Commission also coordinates with other local 
groups whose interests involve history or historic preserva- 
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tion, such as the Walpole Historical Society, Walpole Public 
Library, and the Walpole Public Schools, which often have 
interests similar to those of the commission in fostering 
pride in community identity. The Commission serves as a 
liaison between these groups and the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission on matters pertaining to historic pres- 
ervation programs. Finally, it is the local commission’s 
mandate to be the local municipal “watchdog” for State and 
Federal preservation agencies, alerting them to local pres- 
ervation issues. 


Our Commission meetings are open to the public and 
are held on the fourth Wednesday of the month (except July 
and August) at 7:30 p.m. in the Deacon Lewis House. 


We urge any citizen of Walpole who has an interest in 
Historical preservation and wishes to join the Commission, 
to apply to the Walpole Board of Selectmen. 


TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 45, Section 21 
permits the Walpole Board of Selectmen to appoint a 
special town forest committee to manage and care for the 
Walpole Town Forest. The Board of Selectmen reactivated 
such a committee in October, 1990. Members include 
Joseph C. Moraski- Chairman, Jeffrey Mattson - Clerk, and 
Thomas Connolly. Nancy Jarvis and Robert Moody serve 
as advisors to the committee. John Cunniff - Superinten- 
dent of Parks, Recreation, and Cemeteries, and Jeffrey 
Rice - Arborist in the DPW’s Parks Division, provide the 
committee with technical expertise. Below is a list of ac- 
complishments for 1991: 


75th Anniversary Celebration - In 1991 the Town of 
Walpole celebrated the 75th anniversary of the Town 
Forest. The celebration was a magnificent event and was 
rated by the Walpole Times as one of the top 10 news 
stories that year. On May 5, 1991, close to 3,000 people 
attended the celebration which included numerous events 
and a dedication ceremony. 


Duffy Point - In 1991 the Town Forest Committee 
began its plans to dedicate a scenic section in the Town 
Forest as Duffy Point, in memory of one of Walpole’s 
outstanding citizens, Bernard J. Duffy, Jr. A dedication 
ceremony is planned for the spring of 1992. 


Hay rides and Sleigh rides - Local businessman, 
Leroy Jones, agreed to use his Belgium draft horses to 
provide hay rides and sleigh rides through the Town Forest 
on alternating weekends. A portion of the proceeds will be 
used to help maintain the Town Forest. 


Massachusetts Film Office - The Town Forest 
Committee advised the Massachusetts Film Office of the 
availability of the Town Forest as a setting for motion 
pictures and television programs. Officials of the Film 
Office were very enthusiastic about using the Town Forest 
and will be working with the Town Forest Committee in 
1992. 


Inmate Work Crews - We requested the services of 
an inmate work crew to perform general forestry and 
cleanup/repair work in the Town Forest. The Pondville 
Correctional Center and the Norfolk County Sheriff's office 
responded favorably to the request and work began in early 
1992. 
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Illegal Dumping - To prevent illegal dumping, the 
Town Forest Committee worked with representatives of 
Shell Oil Company, Boston Edison, and Montaup Electric. 
At no cost to the taxpayer, these companies erected 
barriers to prevent future illegal dumping. Also, we have 
asked Chrysler Corporation to provide a 4-wheel drive test 
vehicle for the Police Department to patrol the Town Forest. 


Burnett Property - At the Fall Annual Town Meeting 
RTM members voted to increase the size of the Town 
Forest by 2 acres. The property was a gift from the Burnett 
family to the Town of Walpole. 


Town Forest Land Survey - In 1991, Norfolk County 
engineers began a field survey to prepare a map of the 
Town Forest. The map will contain a metes and bounds 
description suitable for recording at the Registry of Deeds. 
The land survey is expected to be completed by the spring 
of 1992. It has an estimated value of $60,000 and is being 
provided at no direct cost to the Walpole taxpayer. 


New England Forestry Foundation Project - The 
New England Forestry Foundation and the Walpole High 
School science department have identified a section of the 
Town Forest where Walpole students can study soil, water 
quality, weather, and animal biology, etc. in a “living class- 
room” setting. Future classes will continue the work and 
study the effects of change over time. This project has the 
full support of the Walpole Town Forest Committee. 


Town Forest Trust Fund - The Town Forest Com- 
mittee created a trust fund to provide a means for the 
acceptance of money, gifts, and bequests, etc. for the 
continued management and care of the Town Forest. In 
1991, we collected approximately $7,100 which was used 
to fund projects such as the 75th Anniversary Celebration 
and the purchase of seedlings. 


The Town Forest Committee meets on the first Mon- 
day of the month at 7:30 p.m. in the basement of Blackburn 
Hall and is extremely indebted to the many volunteers who 
have made the Town Forest one of Walpole’s many trea- 
sures.

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TOWN SERVICES 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


During 1991, the Department of Public Works contin- 
ued its tradition of being a service oriented unit, providing 
the most efficient and professional assistance to the resi- 
dents of the Town of Walpole. We take pride in the accom- 
plishments of the Department and, during these economic 
times, are hopeful that we may continue to provide all the 
services in 1992 as we have in the past. 


The Department of Public Works has been actively 
and directly involved in the following projects: 

1. To alleviate drainage problems in East Walpole, a 
new 36" drain line was installed on Donnell Road 
and a 15" drain was installed on Ponderosa Lane. 

2. Anew 8" D.I|. Water main was installed on Water 
Street and an emergency water connection was 
installed at the Foxboro Town Line. The street was 
reconstructed and new drainage was installed. 

3. A 3 million gallon water storage tank was con- 
structed at Old Post Road and a 16" water main was 
installed, connecting the Old Post Road tanks with 
the High Plain Street Water Tank site. 


On behalf of the Department of Public Works, grati- 
tude is extended to the Town Administrator, the Board of 
Selectmen, and all Town Agencies for their guidance and 
support throughout the past year. Without their assistance 
and cooperation, our endeavors could not have come to 
fruition. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 

The Engineering Division of the Department of Public 
Works provides guidance and technical assistance to all of 
the various departments, boards, and commissions within 
Town Government, as well as to the citizens of Walpole. 


Updating of town maps and plans, such as the 
Assessor's Maps, Zoning Maps, Street Maps, etc. is an 
important duty of the Engineering Department. Maintaining 
the accuracy of these maps and plans is extremely impor- 
tant for charting and managing growth within the Town, as 
well as assuring the accuracy of the tax base. This updating 
process also includes maintaining accurate as-built plans 
for all road and utility construction within the Town Ways 
and properties. 


The Engineering Department, as part of its ongoing 
duties, provided reports to the Zoning Board of Appeals on 
twenty-seven (27) cases and to the Conservation Commis- 
sion review of an analysis of submitted plans and technical 
reports to assure conformance to local law and town 
standards. 
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As part of its subdivision approval process, the Plan- 
ning Board required the assistance of the Engineering 
Department in its technical review of proposed subdivi- 
sions, calculation of subdivision performance bonds and in 
the inspection ofall active subdivisions. During 1991, six (6) 
subdivisions, with a total of eighty-three (83) potential 
house lots, were reviewed. Approximately 30 active subdi- 
visions in various stages of completion were inspected. 


The Engineering Department also provides technical 
assistance to the Sewer and Water Commissioners, and on 
request from other Boards, such as the Board of Select- 
men, Board of Health, etc. 


In addition to the above, the Engineering Department 
has completed the following during 1991: 

1. Issued eighty-three (83) Street Opening Permits 
and provided the necessary field inspections. 

2. Prepared five (5) Street Acceptance Plans and 
the associated documents. 

3. Completed in-house, the Design/Construction 
Contract for the East Walpole Drainage Improve- 
ments Contract. 

4. Completed in-house, the Design/Construction 
Contract for the Stone Street Reconstruction and 
Drainage Improvements Contract. 

5. Provided the construction inspection for the Water 
Main and Appurtenances Contract for the new 
Old Post Road Water Tank. 

6. Prepared the site plan for the Satellite Recycling 
Center at the D.P.W. Yard. 

7. Contracted for the design of the Traffic Signals 
and Intersection Improvements at Washington 
and High Plain Streets. 

8. Commenced in-house design work on the Com- 
mon Street Watermain Replacement and Road 
Improvements Contract. 

9. Continued to check the accuracy for the street 
light inventory and to make changes to more cost- 
effective light fixtures. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 

The Highway Division of the Department of Public 
Works is responsible for the maintenance of streets, side- 
walks, storm drains, traffic signals, street signs, contract 
paving, pavement markings, and snow and ice control 
operations. 


Under the provisions of the PEG Grant, the following 
streets were paved in 1991: Old Post Road (from Squire 
Court to Grant Avenue); Washington Street (from Union 
Street to Donnell Road); Common Street (from Washington 
Street to Sharon Town Line); School Street (from East 
Street to Kendall Street); Stone Street (from School Street 
to Clark’s Pond); Mylod Street (from Willett Street to 
Norwood Town Line); South Street (from Brown Drive to 
House No. 120); Coney Street (from Park Lane to Pleasant 
Street); Jean Road (from Winter Street to Dead End); and 
High Plain Street (from Old Post Road to Washington 
Street). 


Under the provisions of the Chapter 90 State Grant, 
Stone Street (from School Street to Main Street) was 
paved. 


Under the provisions of the PEG Drainage Contract, 
the following streets were paved: North Lewis Park, 
Donnell Road, a section of Washington Street (from 
Donnell Road to North Lewis Park), and a section of 
Ponderosa Lane. 


Under the provisions of the Water Contracts, the 
following streets were paved: Water Street (from Route 
One to Washington Street), Alice Avenue and Highland 
Street. 


During 1991, the following streets were leveled and 
chip sealed: Hale Road, Sandra Road, Morningside Drive, 
Eleanor Road, a section of Diamond Street, Granite Street, 
Spring Street, Allen Street, Mill Pond Road, Elmcrest 
Circle, Plain Street, a section of Kingsbury Street, Clarkson 
Drive, Wedgemere Court, Hanson Avenue, Maple Street, 
Cobb Terrace, Beacon Street, Cascade Terrace, and a 
section of Flonun Street. 


Other asphalt and cement projects completed by the 

Highway Department during 1991 included the following: 

1. Sidewalks were resurfaced on Washington Street 

(from May Street to Short Street), Domenica Road 

(both sides), Alice Avenue (both sides), and Elm 
Street (from Robbins Road to Railroad Bridge). 

2. Concrete sidewalks were installed at the following 
locations: West Street (from Station Street to Rail- 
road Bridge), asection of Lewis Avenue, East Street 
(from School Street to the driveway at the Town Hall 
Parking Lot) and a section of Common Street. 

3. Bituminous berm was installed at the following loca- 
tions: West Street (from Station Street to Railroad 
Bridge), Washington Street (from May Street to 
Short Street), Jean Road (both sides), South Wal- 
pole Pool Parking Lot, and Town Hall Parking Lot. 
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In addition, Drain Maintenance work during 1991 
included the following: 

(a) A new 8" drain line (280') and two (2) new catch 
basins on South Street were installed. 

(b) A new 12" drain line (260') and two (2) new catch 
basins on Countryside Lane were installed. 

(c) Maintenance was performed on 4,000 feet of 
drain lines and forty (40) catch basins and man- 
holes were rebuilt or repaired. 


The following miscellaneous work was performed by 
the Highway Department during 1991: 

1. One Hundred Sixty-four (164) signs were either 
repaired or installed throughout the town. 

2. A Pavement Markings Contract for the painting of 
crosswalks and stop lines was applied to approxi- 
mately twenty (20) miles of roadway. 

3. Traffic lights were repaired or replaced on at least 
twenty (20) different occasions and a new traffic 
island was installed at West and Norfolk Streets. 

4. The Highway Department contributed to the 
construction of the Recycling Area located at the 
Highway Department at the D.P.W. Garage. 


The main function of the Highway Department during 
1991 was to upgrade the Roads Maintenance Program. 
With the presumed continuing assistance of State Aid, the 
Program will be continued in 1992. High priority was also 
focused on sidewalk and drain systems. The continuing 
goal of the Highway Department is to provide the most 
efficient quality of services to the residents of Walpole. 


As Highway Superintendent, | would like to commend 
my personnel for their consistent “high caliber’ of work and 
for their continued cooperation throughout the year. | would 
also like to extend my sincere gratitude to Town Officials, 
whose gracious support enabled this department to ac- 
complish its goals during 1991. 


D.P.W. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 

The D.P.W. Maintenance Division of the Department 
of Public Works is responsible for the repair work and 
maintenance of the town owned vehicles and miscella- 
neous equipment, excluding fire trucks. 


Regularly scheduled maintenance was performed on 
fifty-one (51) motorized pieces of equipment operated by 
the Department of Public Works during 1991, which in- 
cluded Water, Sewer, Cemeteries, Parks, Recreation, 
Building Maintenance, Highway, and D.P.W. Maintenance 
Departments. In addition, the eleven (11) automobiles 
assigned to various town departments, thirteen (13) police 
vehicles, two (2) town ambulances, the Animal Control 
vehicle, the Senior Citizen’s van and one (1) Fire Depart- 
ment automobile were also part of this regularly scheduled 
maintenance. Also maintained were the following: the 


auxiliary engines at the nine (9) Water Pumping Stations, 
three (3) Water Booster Stations, and one (1) Sewer 
Booster Station. The Water and D.P.W. equipment, includ- 
ing sewer rodders and jettas, centrifical and diaphragm 
pumps, portable generators, natural gas, diesel engines, 
welders, flail and rotary mowers were also serviced and 
repaired. 


Major repair work performed during 1991 included 
the following: four (4) transmission overhauls and five (5) 
services; two (2) engine overhauls and one (1) bearing job; 
two (2) rear main seal replacements; five (5) timing chain 
and cam shaft and lifter jobs; seven (7) intake and exhaust 
manifold replacements; one (1) valve job; four (4) differen- 
tial and axle overhauls; two (2) engine ring gear replace- 
ments; five (5) front ends were rebuilt or repaired; three (3) 
struts and springs were replaced; thirty-three (33) brake 
jobs were done; ten (10) water pumps were replaced; three 
(3) radiator and heater repairs were done; two (2) vehicle 
doors were replaced and painted, along with one (1) 
cabshield; one (1) new dump body was installed and 
painted; one (1) complete paint job was done; three (3) 
dump body floors were replaced and one (1) side box utility 
was installed; two (2) backhoe buckets were rebuilt and 
new teeth and shocks were installed. 


In addition, the sweeper had a new hydraulic pump 
installed, along with new drive chains and sprockets and a 


new water tank. One (1) loader had its center pivot pins and - 


bushings replaced, along with bucket pins and bushings. 
Two (2) cutting edges were replaced on the loaders and 
backhoes. Sandblasting and painting of all sander units 
and snowplows were completed, along with the repairs and 
welding of all snowplowing equipment. The new water truck 
was set up with a metal work bend and vice and hangers for 
ladder and nose storage. Rear strobe lights and outside 
speakers were installed. It was then inspected for compli- 
ance with the specifications of the Town. 


Emphasis was placed on preventive and routine 
maintenance and has continued and proven to be cost 
effective. 


As a result of our regularly scheduled Maintenance 
Program, there have been fewer breakdowns and less 
vehicle downtime. Major repair expenses, both in terms of 
supplies, and parts and labor, have been kept to a mini- 
mum. 


The only equipment purchased during 1991 was a 
One-Ton Cube Van for the Water Department. 


| would like to thank my personnel for their continued 
cooperation throughout the past year and to Department 
heads and Management for their support, all of which have 
helped to make Walpole D.P.W. Maintenance Department 
the finest around. 
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BUILDING MAINTENANCE DIVISION 

The Building Maintenance Division is responsible for 
the care and upkeep of the physical plant in every town 
owned facility, for the capital improvements, long range 
planning, plumbing, heating, boilers, HVAC systems, as- 
bestos management programs, and oil tank replacements. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION: 

Energy conservation, vandalism prevention pro- 
grams, asbestos management, roofing, boiler and burner 
replacement, and fuel tank replacements are a prime 
concern, and to this end we are constantly updating our 
knowledge and implementation of new techniques to im- 
prove the efficiency and safety of our facilities. 


THE COLLABORATIVE OIL BID: 

The Education Cooperative Plant Administrators As- 
sociation consists of 25 towns, Walpole included. We've 
bid for heating oil for the past 15 years to acquire the best 
possible price available to keep the facilities operating as 
efficiently as possible. At this writing of 1/10/92, #2 oil is 
priced at $0.57 per gallon for the Town of Walpole. 


PAINTING PROGRAM: 

The Braintree Alternative Center offers cities and 
towns, upon request, painting and other services. The cost 
to the Town is coffee and lunch. The Town of Walpole has 
requested their services whenever available. In the past, 
painting services have been performed at the Police Sta- 
tion, the Fire Station, Blackburn Hall, and the Plimpton 
School. We continue to use these services in our facilities. 


RE-ROOFING PROGRAM: 

The re-roofing program is in its 10th year. All of the 
larger roofs on our facilities have been replaced. Roofs 
were completely stripped of all coal tar, pitch, and gravel. 
Three inches of insulated board was installed and rubber 
roofing was secured to the insulboard. This not only makes 
the roof water tight, but adds to the heating efficiency of the 
buildings. 


ASBESTOS MANAGEMENT PROGRAM: 

Asbestos, wherever located in the public buildings is 
constantly monitored. Great care is taken to protect all 
persons by a combination of removing, or covering, or 
permanently sealing in place, asbestos that could possibly 
become friable. 


Inspections are made every six months by a qualified, 
licensed inspector. A report is put in the hands of the 
Building Maintenance Division and any and all potential 
problems are properly taken care of. 


FUEL OIL TANK REPLACEMENT PROGRAM: 

Heating fuel oil tank tests were performed on all oil 
tanks requiring testing. The tanks proved to have no leaks. 
Tanks are being replaced because of their age as monies 
will allow. 


To date the following tanks have been replaced. 


Plimpton School Boyden School Town Hall 
Center Library Police Station Center Fire Station 
Johnson Middle East Library South Fire Station 


THE ENCORE PROGRAM: 

This program, sponsored by Boston Edison, has 
retrofitted lighting fixtures with much more efficient bulbs, 
ballasts, and reflectors. This was done in all of the town 
owned facilities. As of this writing the Town of Walpole is 
saving 1,200,000 KW of electricity at a savings of over 
100,000 per year. (Constant savings) 


BURNER CONVERSIONS: 

The Building Maintenance Division began a long 
range plan eleven (11) years ago to convert all #4 oil 
burners into combination gas and #2 oil burners. This has 
now become a reality. All buildings are now capable of 
burning dual fuel for heating purposes. 


LEXAN REPLACEMENT PROGRAM: 

To date the Building Maintenance Division has pur- 
chased and installed over five thousand square feet of 
lexan at the Senior High School to replace the fogged lexan 
at a material cost of $14,760. We are performing a two fold 
operation. As the window sash is removed, unit replace- 
ment parts are being replaced to save time repairing them 
at a later date. We have replaced over $3,000 in parts to 
date. 


HANDICAP HARDWARE: 

The handicap hardware in the Senior High School 
continues to take much of our time for repairs. Handicap 
hardware consists of levers several inches long, making 
the pressure to be brought to bear on the hardware exces- 
sive, causing breakage. 


New parts are being designed to assist with less 
breakage, however, we still have many original parts in the 
locks themselves. 


PRIOR YEAR’S FUEL CONSUMPTION IN DEGREE 
DAYS: 

The degree-day figure, a measure of fuel consump- 
tion, indicates how far the day’s mean temperature fell 
below 65 degrees. | predict that the buildings will use more 
energy because of their increased use. The Building Main- 
tenance Division shall continue to install new combination 
gas/oil burners, (and new boilers); and to install energy 
saving devices. The savings, however, may not be visible.

Please note the drop in cost of vandalism from 1973 to 
the present. This drop is due to the vandalism prevention 
measures taken by the Building Maintenance Division.

In addition to vandalism, a countless number of 
repairs are made, such as repairs to door checks, rixons, 
glass replacement, hardware, stairs, shades, drapes, fur- 
niture, frames, grilles, and major and minor repairs to any 
part or content of any public building. 


The Building Maintenance Division is responsible for 
setting up and taking down all polls for voting in 7 precincts; 
pick up and delivery of various items from building to 
building; welding fabrication; and cutting and assembling of 
all types of materials. 


The following is a list of some of the work performed 
in the town owned facilities. 


POLICE STATION: 

Remove glass and frame from receiving desk and 
replace with new aluminum frame and donated bulletproof 
glass. 

Build new formica counter and install. 

Remove non-functioning ceiling louvres in two cells. 

Purchase and install new duct work and re-install 
louvres. 

Install vision lite in exterior entrance door. 

Repair slate on roof. 

Waterproof cupola over exterior tower clock with 
rubber liner. 


BLACKBURN HALL: 

Install new panic bar hardware on four interior hall 
doors. 

Install shelving in lower meeting room. 

Refinish main hall floor with 5 coats of sealer. 

Replace missing and damaged tile on walls in main 
hall. 


CENTER FIRE STATION: 
Install special crank open hardware on five windows. 
Remove old broken treads from one stairwell, grind 
cement, level steps, and install new special aluminum with 
grit treads. 
Open wall in closet to make room passage through 
closet. 
Build formica counter and install at front desk. 
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MARATHON HOUSE: 

Paint exterior and take down porch and rebuild includ- 
ing foundation. 

Replace shutters on one window unit. 


EAST FIRE STATION: 
Install new boiler, remove 3 cast iron radiators, and 
install unit heater at ceiling by rear wall. 


SOUTH FIRE STATION: 
Strip complete roof, install new roofing underlayment 
and shingles. 


CENTER LIBRARY: 
Replace mechanism that controls the operation of the 
elevator. 


RECREATION FACILITIES: 

TURCO FIELD: Completely cover new scoreboard 
with lexan to prevent vandalism. 
Replace wood plank on home side 
bleachers with 1090 lineal feet of 
aluminum planks. 

Re-roof the main structure. 
Re-roof the main structure and the 
pump house. 


CENTER POOL: 
SOUTH POOL: 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS: 

Install two new overhead doors in highway garage. 

Paint main office, two lavatories, two hallways, and 
one employees room. 

Replace portion of roof on main building. 

Install door and frame at bottom of stairwell in me- 
chanics area to prevent fumes from entering 2nd floor. 


EAST WALPOLE LIBRARY: 
Install portion of fire alarm system. 


FISHER SCHOOL: 

Remove asbestos pipe covering on two air handling 
units on each side of stage in auditorium. 

Fabricate and install 100 lineal feet of copper cap over 
gymnasium. 

Remove broken dangerous flagstone in front en- 
trance and replace with concrete to approximately 25 X 25 
foot square. 

Remove plaster and strapping from main beam over 
stage and cover with birch plywood.

Remove cable approximately 120 feet in length and 
replace with new cable on kitchen fold doors. 

Install security devices on all unit ventilators in com- 
plete building. 

Replace fogged lexan at front entrance. 

Paint window panels in cafeteria. 


BIRD MIDDLE SCHOOL: 
Replace floor tile in room 208. 
Install new handicap drinking fountain. 
Refinish woodwork on second floor in main building. 
Build and install special hanger for special needs 
students. 


SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL: 

Replace fogged lexan in all window units. 

Cover steampipes with insulation in lower corridor. 

Replace roof with 3 inches of insulation and rubber on 
the 1928 addition. 

Install satellite dish on roof. 

Install new air handling unit in storage room next to 
cooking room to bring in heated fresh air to cooking room. 

Replace bang boards on tennis courts. 


BOYDEN SCHOOL: 

Install bypass switches on burners and gymnasium 
air handling units. 

Install hanging light fixtures on stage, (used as a 
classroom). 

Install new energy saving fixtures in lavatories, (not 
included in Encore program). 

Replace flashing on chimney. 
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COMMON BANDSTAND: 
Install guard rails and hand rails on structure. 


SOUTH WALPOLE COMMON: 
Rebuild and repaint stored sign and install on Com- 
mon. 


LEONARD ROAD WATER TREATMENT PLANT: 

Cut hole and install exhaust fan. 

Install suspended ceiling and new door in chemical 
control room. 

Build form for new exterior sign. 


SEWER AND WATER DIVISION 

The Sewer and Water Division of the Public Works is 
responsible for all functions as they pertain to Walpole’s 
Municipal Sewer and Water Systems. 


The Administrative Section of this division is respon- 
sible for the overseeing and direction of the entire opera- 
tion. Included are other tasks such as billing and 
recordkeeping. 


Programs such as the newly established Cross Con- 
nection Program continue as well as other DEP and EPA 
mandates, all in compliance with the ever changing Safe 
Drinking Water Act. 


The Distribution Section is responsible for the general 
piping systems, including sewer and water mains, services, 
and other appurtenances such as hydrants and valves. 


A review of the 1991 leak reports indicate a total of 
101 leaks were repaired. Of the 101, 95 were service leaks 
and 6 were mainlines. A total of 8 hydrants were replaced 
while routine repair and maintenance was performed to 
another 75. The semi-annual flushing program continued in 
an effort to improve quality and maintain proper fire protec- 
tion flows. While this program appears to be effective, there 
are some indications that the frequency may have to be 
increased. 


The Meter Section continued to work on the modern- 
ization program, replacing approximately 450 outdated or 
otherwise malfunctioning meters. Another task associated 
with this section is the quarterly reading and recording of all 
residential accounts, as well as the monthly accounts and 
responding to general consumer inquiries. 


Once again conservation by the consumer appears to 
be consistent, which will, in time, prove to be a valuable 
asset to the Town of Walpole. 


Production and Treatment reports indicate that 
slightly less than 900 million gallons of water were pumped 
in 1991, showing a slight decline over 1990. This section’s 


primary function is the proper operation of all wells, booster 
stations, and water storage facilities. Also included are the 
critical duties associated with the operation of the Water 
Treatment Plant and the GAC facility on Washington 
Street, as well as other chemical feed equipment and 
system regulator valves. 


Highlights of 1991 include the construction of the 3.0 
million gallon storage tank located on Old Post Road and 
the substantial completion of Neponset Well #1. As previ- 
ously reported, these two improvements will immensely 
enhance Walpole’s water system in terms of available 
quantity. Both projects are welcome additions and will be 
fully operational in early 1992. 


The Sewer Division maintains all records relative to 
billing and reporting of sewer usage and discharge. This 
section is also responsible for the maintenance and proper 
operation of the municipal sewer system. While 1991 
showed no major sewer improvements, the construction of 
the long-awaited Septage Receiving Facility was com- 
pleted. This facility is proposed to accept the septic waste 
of the Walpole residents that do not receive sewer service. 
The facility is scheduled for full operation in January of 
1992. 


The Sewer and Water Division would like to thank all 
of its consumers for their cooperative efforts and will 
continue to try and provide the best possible service. 


Inconclusion, | once again express my sincere appre- 
ciation to all divisional employees as well as other Public 
Works personnel and Town officials associated with the 
Sewer and Water Division.

Schoo! and High School students. 


Recreation information booklets are available at the 
Recreation Office and at the Town Clerk’s Office with 
descriptions and information regarding programs that are 
offered by the Town and by private organizations who 
provide programs for our youth. | would like to take this 
opportunity to thank these many organizations and to thank 
our many Town Departments, our Recreation Staff, and 
Volunteers for a job well done. 


The Director and the Recreation Committee will con- 
tinue our efforts to plan and provide new programs to meet 
our citizens’ needs. 


PARKS, RECREATION, AND CEMETERIES 


1991 saw us lose yet another position in our mainte- 
nance staff, leaving only 8 positions which are responsible 
for the grounds maintenance of all town owned property, 
including schools. We mow over 65 acres of grass, spread 
out over thirty-five (35) separate locations and we maintain 
5 cemeteries totaling about 10 acres. Our work includes the 
application of grass seed, fertilizer, lime, and weed control 
chemicals. We maintain 13 baseball/softball fields on a 
regular basis and we line all of the fields for the School 
Department's fall sports schedule. We pick up litter from all 
public ways and town properties, and we have a bi-weekly 
rubbish pick up for litter receptacles around town. Other 
duties include putting up and taking down football and 


soccer goals and tennis nets; the cutting of grass and brush 
along all public roads; the maintenance of two (2) automatic 
irrigation systems; the maintenance of the ice surface at 
Turners Pond; the plowing and shoveling of all sidewalks at 
all public buildings including schools, and along certain 
designated streets. 


In cemeteries, we are responsible for the regular 
maintenance of all five (5) town owned cemeteries. In 
addition to this we plant flowers for Memorial Day. We are 
also responsible for placing flags on all veterans’ graves in 
all town cemeteries, public and private. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR/ 
ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Construction activity for the year produced an in- 
crease in total permits. Total permits issued for the year 
was 505, up 44 permits from the previous year. Single 
Family Dwellings increased from 33 permits to 79 permits. 
Commercial additions and alterations increased in dollar 
value from $1,504,410.00 to $5,493,961.00. The break- 
down of the past year’s permits issued are as follows:

METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


MAPC provided staff support to the TRIC (Three 
Rivers Interlocal Council) subregion, of which Walpole is a 
member. TRIC’s 1991 accomplishments include the iden- 
tification of over 5,000 potential commuter parking spaces; 
a recommendation from the Central Transportation Plan- 
ning Staff to fund a Route 1 Corridor Planning Study from 
Dean Street in Norwood to the Dedham/Boston line; input 
into MAPC’s Land Resources Protection Plan; and the 
endorsement of subregional transportation priorities. 


MAPC staff also coordinated review of the Transpor- 
tation Improvement Program; facilitated discussion and 
public input to the amendments to the State Implementa- 
tion Plan for Air Quality; attended on behalf of the member 
communities all PMT (Program for Mass Transportation) 
meetings; identified commuter parking locations in the 


TRIC subregion; assisted Walpole in the implementation of 
a Pavement Management Program; provided population/ 
age group forecasts; subregional and community census 
profiles; census data analysis; mapping of land resource 
protection areas; and coordinated review and input to “A 
Strategic Metropolitan Transportation System” as part of 
MetroPlan 2000. 


Walpole will also benefit from MAPC’s Neponset 
Basin Water Supply Plan, which includes an inventory of 
water supply sources and wellhead protection areas. 


MetroPlan 2000's continuing efforts included devel- 
opment of the Transportation, Land Resources, and Hous- 
ing Elements with input by the subregions and policy 
committees. 


MBTA ADVISORY BOARD

We who serve on the MBTA Advisory Board make 
recommendations to the Board of Directors of the MBTA 
concerning the overall budget, in addition to recommenda- 
tions relative to the physical operation.

The Personnel Board normally meets at 7:15 p.m. in 
the Town Hall on the first and third Mondays of the month. 
Members of the Board were Richard Mansen, Gary 
Wallrapp, Terry Hogan, Steven Hemman, Vice Chairman, 
and Donald E. Ridley, Chairman. Valorie Donohue is the 
Board Secretary. 


During the late autumn the annual wage and salary 
survey of the ten surrounding Towns was conducted in 
preparation for consideration of wage and salary adjust- 
ments to be submitted to the Spring Town Meeting. 
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At the Spring Town Meeting the Board proposed and 
the Meeting approved of a new article to the Personnel By- 
Laws, Article 34 - Quinn Bill. Adjustments to the various pay 
schedules were also approved. 


CABLE TELEVISION ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Walpole Cable Television Advisory Committee 
was appointed by the Board of Selectmen to serve as 
watchdog for cable. The Committee is available to hear 
unresolved complaints of all Massachusetts Cablevision 
Industries subscribers. The Committee reports to the 
Board of Selectmen who act as the Issuing Authority for 
cable. 


At the expense of Cablevision Industries and with the 
guidance of the Walpole Cable Television Advisory Com- 
mittee, 4727 survey cards regarding the re-instatement of 
the TV Host Cable Guide magazine were mailed to sub- 
scribers. 


The Committee scheduled a meeting on January 21, 
1991 for the purpose of tabulating the results of the survey. 
The results were submitted to the Issuing Authority (Board 
of Selectmen) for their review and are as follows:

The Committee met with Cablevision Industries’ new 
District Manager, Steve Grossman, on March 12, 1991. Mr. 
Grossman indicated the TV Host Cable Guide would be 
available to all subscribers at $0.60 per issue beginning in 
June or July. The Committee adjourned to meet with the 
Board of Selectmen where Mr. Grossman advised them of 
several changes in CVI’s programming and service repair 
calls. 


The Committee presented the Board with a check in 
the amount of $2,339.50. This annual franchise fee check 
was given to the Committee earlier by Mr. Grossman. 


In August the Cable Television Advisory Board solic- 
ited information from the Massachusetts State Cable Com- 
mission and various towns in the Commonwealth to deter- 
mine the percentage of discounts available to senior citizen 
subscribers of cable. These facts, along with conditions 
required from the different cable companies were submit- 
ted to the Board of Selectmen. 


In the event of acomplaint against Cablevision Indus- 
tries, the Walpole Cable Television Advisory Committee 
urges subscribers to contact the Board of Selectmen for 
further action. 


EDUCATION 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


This past year represents a continuance of extraor- 
dinary effort on the part of the full staff of the Walpole 
School Department. In a year that saw an erosion of the 
full services to our students because of a reduction in 
monies in FY ’92, the cooperation of all engaged in the 
process of educating our young was quite laudable. 


Although external monitoring systems are only lim- 
ited indices of the performance of a school system our 
students performed well on the Scholastic Aptitude Tests 
and the new format of the Comprehensive Tests of Basic 
Skills. Whether or not the level of performance can be 
continued in the face of combined reduction of resources 
is open to serious question. 


The schools continue to increase in population. The 
Fisher School is now at the same level of student enroll- 
ment as it was in the past, even with the re-opening of the 
Boyden School last year. The School Committee projects 
that enrollment increases will be consonant with the 
national norm of increased birth rates. Walpole can expect 
a per-year increase in population of 4% over the next four 
years. The space available for our students at the elemen- 
tary level continues to be a serious problem in light of 
reasonable educational opportunities for all our young 
people. Despite the passage of the debt-exclusion over- 
ride for the addition to the Old Post Road School, the 
funding for the project has not yet occurred. 


At the present time, a new funding proposal for 
education is being developed at the state level. It is felt that 
an amalgam of three major proposals will evolve with a 
new focus for supporting reasonable financial resources 


for the education of all students in the Commonwealth. The 
translation of how this funding will help young people in 
Walpole is not yet clear. Since the School Department is 
faced with a shortfall of 1.4 million dollars from its original 
budget request, clearly aid from the state is critically 
needed. 


The Walpole Schoo! Committee expresses its grati- 
tude to all the staff and to those volunteers who selflessly 
give of themselves for the betterment of our young. In this 
vein and as a conclusion to the report, a most special 
acknowledgement of this gratitude is given to Dr. Donald 
Burgess, who in the past ten years, has rendered a leader- 
ship to our schools which personifies excellence. His skills 
and dedication have helped bring Walpole to its deservedly 
acknowledged position of upper echelon of educational 
recognition. With ambivalent feelings of appreciation and 
well-wishing, we wish him the best in his termination of 
educational legacy and his commencement of well-merited 
retirement.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


This year’s report echoes one from the past that is 
even more relevant today with a growing population. The 
Walpole school system needs classroom space and addi- 
tional resources. Our goal is to constantly provide a better 
educational program for the students. This goal— because 
of budget cuts — cannot be achieved and it appears that 
the future portends a more bleak picture. 


This past year saw reduced guidance services at the 
middle and high school levels. Library/media services have 
been cut drastically at the elementary and middle schools, 
with the high school accreditation being in jeopardy due to 
lack of staff in its media. Social workers are gone, psycho- 
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logical services are by a vendor and physical education 
specialists are not available at Kindergarten and basically 
eliminated at Grades 11 and 12. The Gifted and Talented 
program has been reduced 50% and reading services have 
been cut back at the middle school level. 


As | write this preface to our school reports, | am being 
asked to cut again. With present planning, if the School 
Committee receives no more revenue than what is allo- 
cated by the Town Administrator, an additional 30 plus 
positions will be eliminated. 


The issues of housing and adequate funding will not 
go away until the community understands the value ofa 
quality school system. School Choice has added another 
dimension to this scenario. Most people move to a commu- 
nity because of its school system and, as a result, property 
values hold up to level or increase. The Walpole Public 
Schools are slowly being decimated and the value of the 
taxpayer's largest investment is slowly being eroded. This 
affects the entire community, as the largest base of rev- 
enue is the real estate tax. The room that sells your house 
is not necessarily in your home. 


BOYDEN SCHOOL—1991 


The Boyden Elementary School continued its first 
school year of operation into January of 1991 with a 
Reading Incentive Program and a display of student Art 
work at the Public Library. Mrs. Fitzgerald, our Reading 
Specialist, organized and implemented the Reading Pro- 
gram using a snowball theme. The Art display was de- 
signed and hung by our Art Teacher, Mrs. Goetz, and 
featured a sampling of the Art curriculum. It was during this 
time that Desert Storm became a significant current event 
and students and staff participated in a support initiative 
with letters and video tapes to our military, and a wall full of 
yellow ribbons in our cafeteria. It was a time to expand our 
understanding of how the world affects us all. 


As the year progressed, Boyden School evolved into 
a training center for MacIntosh Computers beginning with 
a Mac Lab for High School Journalism students. This 
workshop used SCOOP software, the system presently 
used to publish the Rebellion, Educator's Exchange, and 
Labyrinth. A course in Microsoft software was also offered 
for teachers and other school personnel in the Spring and 
again in the Fall. 


In March, Kindergarten Orientation and Registration 
brought in 74 children and their parents. During the day, 
children visited the classrooms, met the Kindergarten 
teachers, sat in a school bus, and received a brightly 
colored Boyden School balloon. Parents were treated in 
the evening to a performance by the current Kindergarten 
who demonstrated their progress in the Music curriculum. 


The remainder of 1991 brought many evening dem- 
onstrations of the Music curriculum. All students performed 
under the direction of Mr. Davis, Mr. Edgerly, and Mr. Falker 
and were warmly received by their parents and other family 
members. 


Boyden School received a grant of $500.00 to study 
Cooperative Learning. Awarded by the Massachusetts 
Center for Teaching and Learning, this grant would allow 
the following participants to explore Cooperative strategies 
and the Cooperative Learning Model: Mrs. Peters (grant 
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convener), Mrs. Evans, Mrs. Donovan, Mrs. Galvin, Mrs. 
Garrigus, Mrs. Kramer, Ms. Fink-McAlice, Mrs. Maclvor, 
Mrs. Stetson, and Mrs. Tominey. 


International Week was held May 6-10. Classrooms 
were transformed into countries from all over the world. As 
students visited each country, their individual passports 
were stamped. A whole school assembly completed the 
week. During this assembly, each classroom described 
what they learned about their newly adopted country. The 
rain forests of Central and South America were of particular 
interest to the students and the art of Tinickling (bamboo 
stick jumping) was demonstrated by the 4th grade class of 
Mrs. Kochanek. 


Celebrations of the Town Forest and Curious 
George’s birthday gave added curriculum motivation. The 
Town Forest event gave students an opportunity to use 
their writing skills to describe the preservation of trees and 
forests. Their work, as well as the other children of Walpole, 
was featured throughout the forest. The 50th birthday of the 
Curious George books highlighted the fun of reading and 
the use of the Media Center. The month long celebration 
culminated in the eating of Curious George banana splits. 


The telecommunications program of National Geo- 
graphic provided a wonderful opportunity to integrate Math, 
Science, Geography, Social Studies, and Language Arts 
via our school computers and a main frame in Washington 
D.C. Our 4th grade was very adept at using this “Hello” 
network and a representative group was invited to demon- 
strate to a class of graduate students of Lesley College. In 
addition, this Computer Program was demonstrated by the 
entire fourth grade at an evening meeting with parents. 


In the Fall of 1991, school reopened with 338 stu- 
dents, 27 students greater than last September. As a result 
an additional 4th grade was added. Ms. Palmieri was hired 
to teach that class and Ms. Alix replaced her as the Chapter 
| Tutor. The addition of this 4th grade necessitated a 
housing change. The Art room was taken for a classroom 
and an Art teaching station was created in the Cafetorium. 


Also, the beginning of this school year brought a new 
position called Basic Skills Intervention Teacher. This 
position was funded by a one-time-only grant of money 
from the state and was filled by Ms. Kim O’Brien. Ms. 
O’Brien worked with grade one and grade two students to 
intensify and individualize instruction in difficult concept 
areas. All other staff remained the same. 


The PAC continued to support the importance of 
Cultural Arts for students by funding programs designed to 
enhance the curriculum and broaden the scope of student 
experience. Programs such as David Zucker, a mime/poet; 
Sumner McLain, a storyteller whose theme was “Yes, You 


Can Be Anything You Want To Be”; Len Cabral, a story- 
teller; Epic Brass, a quintet of Brass musicians; Harriet 
Rosen from the Trailside Museum; and Star Lab, a portable 
inflatable planetarium were presented to the students at a 
total cost of over $3,000.00. 


During the Holiday season the students of Boyden 
School captured the spirit of giving. For Thanksgiving, a 
food drive was held for the needy families of Walpole. 
Hundreds of cans of food and non-perishable items were 
brought to the Walpole Food Pantry from the children of 
Boyden School. In December, with the help of the Lions 
Club, 18 Walpole families and Boston’s Rosie’s Place were 
provided with gifts from the children of Boyden School. Mrs. 
Polo, the school nurse, and Mrs. Stetson, a Kindergarten 
teacher, coordinated this effort. 


Field Trips also offered a variety of experiences for all 
the children at Boyden. Trips to the New England 
Aquarium, Old Sturbridge Village, Plimouth Plantation, the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and Moose Hill Sanctuary 
were some of the trips our students took which were totally 
funded by their parents and subsidized by the PAC. 


A Satellite Dish was installed on the roof of the High 
School in the Fall of 1991 enabling the Boyden School, 
along with the other schools in Walpole, to receive pro- 
grams produced for MCET television by the MASS Learn 
Pike. Teachers and students alike began making use of this 
new programming opportunity. 


With so much to be learned and so many great ideas 
and talents to share, the students, staff, and parents hada 
challenging 1991 academic year. The Boyden School’s 
vision remained consistent with the Town of Walpole’s 
educational philosophy and goals and with the develop- 
mental needs of the K-4 learner. 


FISHER SCHOOL—1991 


Asin 1990, 1991 continued to bring changes to Fisher 
School. Mr. Curtis Smith returned to his position as physical 
education teacher, and we welcomed Mrs. Sandra Esmond 
to Fisher as Assistant Principal. Our thanks to Mr. Smith for 
all his care and devotion to Fisher School. This fall we 
welcomed two new third grade teachers, Mrs. Jean Kenney 
and Ms. Jill Marcus. Mrs. Veronica Casey joined us as our 
basic skills intervention teacher. Mr. Bob White and Mrs. 
Gail Scott joined Fisher School as Chapter One teachers. 


Not only have we added a third grade classroom this 
year, but our student population has increased from an 
average of 693 to 708. We are definitely a growing concern. 
We continue to work toward creating a warm and caring 
family environment. Staff, as always, continue to support 
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and encourage students to be the best that they can be. 
With such a growing population, we began the year witha 
theme, Champions for Learning. Teachers are the caretak- 
ers and supporters of these champions while students 
strive throughout the year toward dedicating themselves to 
taking on academic challenges. Each class has decided 
what it is specifically doing to become champions for 
learning and will share this challenge at the end of the year. 


Teachers and students have been involved with the 
environment and concerned about their fellow human 
beings. One class, Miss Taber’s room, directed a collection 
for the Salvation Army this year. The class received a 
frameable “thank you” from the organization. Many stu- 
dents have been exchanging letters with penpals within the 
Walpole School System and with schools in other districts. 
One third grade class, taught by Mrs. Marjorie Lynch, has 
been corresponding with penpals in Latvia. A Latvian 
gentleman, living in the area, has visited the students and 
makes frequent visits to Latvia. There, he exchanges 
letters and gifts with the students. This has been a marvel- 
ous experience. We even had a video of the Latvian 
students and their teacher from their classroom. This 
makes the world ever so much smaller and reinforces the 
commonalities we share with one another while helping us 
to appreciate the differences. Such activities support our 
yearly International Week which we had in March. This 
week long event seeks to bring the world closer to Walpole. 
Each class was featured as a country of the world and, with 
a “passport” for travel, toured the “world” throughout the 
week. 


Other efforts to appreciate our world have been made 
by a number of classes who have adopted an endangered 
specie. Several classes have adopted a manatee. One 
class, from Mrs. Palladino’s room, adopted Floyd the 
Manatee and renamed him Floyd Fisher. Floyd comes from 
Maitland, Florida, and winters every year at Blue Springs. 
The class chose Floyd from a number of possible adoptees. 
Information about Floyd, including pictures, is sent to an 
adoptive class. Each student donated $1.00 to adopt Floyd. 
This money goes toward funding to protect manatees in 
public waterways and to help conservation groups study 
and track manatees. In addition to helping our animal world, 
Fisher students have joined the recycling efforts to help our 
environment. In January when curbside recycling began in 
Walpole, Ms. Robin Chapell, the Walpole health agent, 
visited several classrooms with lessons about the impor- 
tance of recycling. The students also collected recyclable 
paper all year which then could be re-used. Hats off to 
Fisher students and staff who care so much for others. 


We are very for fortunate at Fisher School to have a 
strong and concerned parent group. Our PAC group con- 
tinues to listen to phone-in messages daily, to sponsor a 
Winter Carnival, to organize and execute “What's It Like”, 


a handicap awareness program, and the Art Appreciation 
program which continues to be so successful. PAC was 
most creative in offering events for fundraising for our 
playground. A Rosenchontz concert, a movie house rental, 
a golf tournament, etc. all supported their efforts. T-shirts 
and sweatshirts, pie sales, Campbell Soup labels, etc., all 
are done in order to bring wonderful opportunities to chil- 
dren. One of the most successful fund raisers was the Sally 
Foster gift wrap sale. The book sale was set up in Novem- 
ber to coincide with parent conferences. It was a successful 
endeavor. Not only are PAC parents concerned about fund 
raising, they are available to support teachers in the class- 
rooms, to provide funds for professional development, to 
provide cultural arts, and to run our computer lab. It is with 
great appreciation that we thank our parents not only for the 
activities mentioned but for all that they do for Fisher 
School. 


School ended in June with a field day this past year. 
It was a very exciting and fun event. PAC served water- 
melon to each student. Our “Love Your Lunch” program 
was held outdoors this spring. The weather was, on the 
whole, good and so were the spirits of all who were 
picnicking with family and friends. Thanks to our cafeteria 
staff for providing the necessary goodies to go with a picnic. 


All of our staff have worked together to serve the 
needs of Fisher students. We have successfully been able 
to mainstream children to keep them in their classrooms 
this year. Fewer are being “pulled out” for special services. 
This has been made possible by a great deal of team work 
from all classroom teachers and support staff. Our guid- 
ance department continues to provide support and assis- 
tance to parents, teachers, and students. 


Communication between home and school continues 
to be emphasized. Classroom newsletters, PAC meetings, 
phone calls, letters, and Principal Coffees continue to keep 
the communication channels open. Open House had a 
different slant this year. Students and parents not only 
visited Fisher School but sat in classrooms to listen to 
teachers discuss their curriculum and expectations. This 
twenty minute talk was a valuable communication tool. 


This has been a successful year for Fisher staff and 
students. Thanks to all staff - cafeteria, custodians, class- 
room teachers, support staff, office staff, and school nurse 
- for a wonderful year. 


OLD POST ROAD SCHOOL—1991 


This year Old Post Road School was filled with many 
activities, happenings, and programs accompanied by a 
great number of emotions and feelings. Students, parents, 
and staff experienced the world about us in ways which will 
have very lasting effects on each and every individual.

The month of January found the OPR student body 
busy in learning about the crisis in the Persian Gulf and 
taking action in the form of numerous correspondences 
with military personnel in the Middle East. Art Specialist 
Ellen Goetz and students tied many yellow ribbons on a 
large evergreen in the front of the school. Grade One and 
Two students sent regular messages of love and hope to 
their “pen pal”, Captain Jack McElroy of Westwood, and 
eagerly awaited his responses. When Captain Jack finally 
returned home in the spring, he was met by an honor guard 
of first and second graders at OPR and shared his experi- 
ences with the children. Other grades sent cards and 
greetings overseas. Specialists from Natick Labs brought 
a tasty sampling of MRE’s (Meals Ready to Eat) for the 
children to experience foods which our service personnel 
were consuming in the desert. At the conclusion of the 
conflict, students thanked and rejoiced with several service 
personnel who visited Old Post Road School. 


January also found students busy in other important 
endeavors. Our annual reading incentive program took on 
a winter theme and was appropriately entitled “Reading is 
Snowballing”. While the weather outside was cold, the 
students really warmed up to literature, as interest in 
reading continued to grow and grow. Students also had a 
firsthand opportunity to learn about and handle many sea 
creatures, including crabs, starfish, and snails when New 
England Aquarium visited with their Tide Pool program. 
Grade 4 students were very involved with National 
Geographic’s Kidsnetwork, in which they 
telecommunicated with many schools throughout the 
country via the computer. Additionally, as part of the “Great 
Mail Race”, fourth graders received valuable information 
from schools in a number of states in our country. 


Creative imagination and drama continued to be 
emphasized within Old Post Road School's overall pro- 
gram. Under the direction of Miss Sue Weber, Grade Four 
teacher, the OPR Drama Club presented “Sleeping 
Beauty” in January to an audience of very enthusiastic 
parents and children. Later during the year, Miss Mary 
Kannally’s Grade Three class performed “Ten Pennies for 
Lincoln” in celebration of our sixteenth president's life. 
Assemblies developed upon a theme, such as Hat Day and 
Earmuff Day, and holiday programs included many student 
performed skits, songs, and dances. In December the OPR 
faculty, under the directorship of our Physical Education 
teacher, Mrs. Ginny Gay, performed a play entitled “The 
Animals Are Talking” to an appreciative student body. 
Cultural Arts programs, including music by Epic Brass, 
“Poetry in Motion” by David Zucker, and a Childe’s Colonial 
Harmonie, served to enhance and flavor the children’s 
appreciation of the vastness of imagination. 


OPR was the site of the annual Walpole Invention 
Convention. Approximately fifty students in Grades 3-8 
displayed their creations and told the judges the hows and 
whys of their inventions. Three of these young inventors 
were invited to display their inventions at the Museum of 
Science during the annual Inventor's Weekend held there 
in February. One student was chosen to go to New York 
City to possibly appear on an episode of Late Night on NBC. 


Reading remains a most important ingredient within 
our curriculum. In addition to regular reading group instruc- 
tion, OPR students are often introduced to science and 
social studies concepts using quality literature such as 
picture books, poetry offerings, rhymes, and informational 
books. Reading is also taught in conjunction with a great 
deal of “real” writing experiences in the form of journals, 
stories, letter writing, and book creations. Our weekly 
Sustained Silent Reading (SSR) programs have been an 
important component in furthering reading skills and an 
appreciation of reading. Classes also have established 
theme weeks based upon well Known books and series 
ranging from Dr. Seuss stories to the exploits of Clifford the 
Dog. In October, all of the students celebrated Curious 
George’s fiftieth birthday. Older students read Curious 
George books to younger students; Mrs. Hayes first grade 
created a fifteen foot poster of Curious George; and all 
students feasted on a six foot Curious George birthday 
cake. 


During this past year, the OPR staff has spent much 
time in furthering the use of math manipulatives to teach, 
practice, and reinforce math concepts. Box-lt-or-Bag-It and 
Math Their Way programming continue to be integral parts 
of our overall math program. Also, students use calculators 
and computer activities to support and enhance their un- 
derstanding of the world of math. 


The focus on computers and computer application 
was expanded this year. Thanks in large part to a core of 
trained parent volunteers, the vast majority of our students 
are now immersed in word publishing in work with 
Appleworks and Children’s Writing and Publishing Work- 
shop. Students in Grade four have created their own class 
newspapers, while children in primary grades have devel- 
oped stories and poems on the computer. 


Physical education and fitness are important compo- 
nents to a well-formed elementary curriculum. Mrs. Gay, 
OPR Physical Education teacher, organized and con- 
ducted: intramural games, a fourth grade Harvest Square 
Dance party, recess contests, the annual OPR Mile Run, 
and a Field Day in which the emphasis was placed upon 
cooperative, non-competitive team games. 
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In harmony with current research on the education of 
special needs children, the special education staff worked 
to increase the amount of “mainstreaming” within the 
regular classroom. That is, many special needs students 
are now receiving remedial instruction in their regular 
classrooms by Special Needs teachers using appropriate 
materials in order to grasp grade level concepts. As a 
result, Special Needs teachers are working very closely 
with regular classroom teachers in developing activities to 
meet the needs of all children. Additionally, special educa- 
tion students are working with the Stevenson Reading 
Program, which is a well-known systematic approach to the 
acquisition of reading skills. 


Field trips, again this year, served to enrich and 
enhance activities done within school. In May, as a culmi- 
nating activity to the Docent program, Grade Three stu- 
dents visited the Museum of Fine Arts. Fourth graders 
explored the world of the Pilgrims at Plimouth Plantation in 
May. The Discovery Museum proved to be educational and 
enjoyable for Grade One youngsters. Kindergarteners saw 
animals as large as elephants to ones as small as hum- 
mingbirds at Roger Williams Zoo. While attending a pro- 
gram on dinosaurs at the World Trade Center in May, 
second graders experienced a once-in-a-lifetime happen- 
ing when they saw President Bush pass by in his limousine 
and also return their waves. 


In June, we wished a fond farewell to three of our 
retiring teachers: Mrs. Ellie Muldoon, Miss Mary Kannally, 
and Mrs. Harriet Kiessling. They have taught elementary 
youngsters for a combined eighty-seven years. At a whole 
school assembly, OPR Principal, Steven Fortin, spoke of 
their many contributions to education and the many ways 
in which they inspired the students who shared in their lives. 
Mr. Fortin also read a letter of thanks and congratulations 
sent by Mrs. Barbara Bush. The students presented the 
three teachers with numerous mementos, including a pic- 
ture of the entire Old Post Road School student body in front 
of the school. It proved to be a most nostalgic day. 


As we began our twenty-seventh year in September, 
a number of new teachers joined our staff. They include 
Mrs. Cynthia Shea, Grade Three; Miss Catherine Mootos, 
Grade Four; Mr. Shawn Gough, Grade Four; Mrs. Rebecca 
Case, Moderate Special Needs; Mrs. Roberta Seiler, 
Speech and Language teacher; Mrs. Kim O’Brien, Basic 
Skills Interventionist; and Mrs. Jane Hawes, Media Spe- 
Cialist. Together, with a strong nucleus of returning teach- 
ers, they formed a staff that has proven to be very devoted 
to the needs of our learners. 


Very special thanks are extended to our Parent Advi- 
sory Council under the leadership of Mrs. Carolyn 
Tryggestad and Mrs. Michelle Lamarque. The many en- 
deavors and activities which OPR parents eagerly carry out 


tremendously help each and every OPR student. From 
creating numerous ethnic dishes during our International 
Week celebration to the many hours spent in preparation 
for and carrying out the annual OPR Field Day, PAC 
volunteers heightened the spirit of school-community shar- 
ing. Special thanks to Mrs. Cheryl Case and Mrs. Dianne 
Werner who spent many, many hours in beautifying the 
landscape about the school and to an army of parents who 
spent a whole Saturday morning spreading sand under 
playground apparatus for safety purposes. 


Also, through the efforts of Mrs. Jean Cobb, who 
coordinated our Campbell Soup label program, and Mrs. 
Margaret Ransom, who organized the Stop & Shop cam- 
paign, we were able to obtain new computer hardware and 
audio-visual equipment. 


1991 wasa year filled with many memories for all who 
were involved with the Old Post Road School. We look 
forward to the future as a bright one in which all children will 
continue to capitalize upon the activities of this year. As any 
Old Post Road—whether in Walpole, Springfield, Illinois, or 
Durango, Texas—led early settlers to new and exciting 
experiences, the staff of the Old Post Road School is 
dedicated to providing programs and activities which will be 
educationally new and exciting to all students. 


BIRD MIDDLE SCHOOL—1991 


During 1991, the administration and staff of Bird 
Middle School continued to provide a school environment 
where close relationships between adults and students 
created a climate for personal growth and intellectual 
development. Directed by the guidelines of the National 
Middle School Association, Bird Middle School repre- 
sented a positive school climate where educators were 
knowledgeable about and committed to pre-adolescents. It 
offered a well balanced curriculum based on the needs of 
pre-adolescents, and a full exploratory program. A variety 
of instructional strategies were utilized within the basic 
organization of interdisciplinary teams. Cooperative plan- 
ning, continuous progress strategies, and evaluation pro- 
cedures compatible with the needs of pre-adolescents 
combined with a comprehensive advising and counselling 
program ensured that equal educational opportunities 
were offered to all students based on their needs, interests, 
aptitudes, and abilities. 


In addition to the annual system-wide goals and 
objectives, the faculty diligently worked on the develop- 
ment of an Advisor/Advisee program which was homeroom 
based, identified and addressed those skills that appear 
across the curriculum, and developed a continuum as the 
skills related to each grade level in the middle school. 
Positive attitudes, positive thinking, and a “Can-Do” spirit 
was encouraged in all students which centered on a 
monthly “Can-Do” theme. 
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Led by the administration of Suzanne H. Gillam, 
Principal, and Timothy F. Collins, Assistant Principal, 427 
students in grades five through eight interacted with ap- 
proximately 40 full and part-time faculty and staff. Despite 
the frustrations and limitations that developed due to fiscal 
restraints, quality instruction prevailed for all students as a 
result of the outstanding curriculum provided by the Wal- 
pole Public School System and the dedication and efforts 
of a highly qualified faculty and staff. Academic growth and 
progress were validated and acknowledged by above 
average scores on the annual CTBS achievement tests 
and onthe various state level assessment tests. The faculty 
began an in-depth review of grouping practices which 
resulted in the increased use of heterogeneous classes in 
the language arts program in September. Math and reading 
classes were recommended to be grouped in a tri-level 
fashion with students placed in above, on, or below level 
classes rather than groups one through five or six. 


1991 was the year that saw the middle schools return 
to their original grade level configuration of five through 
eight. Bird Middle School continued to serve as a model of 
middle school excellence as they entertained several vis- 
iting teams of middle level teachers. Three staff members, 
Mrs. Suzanne Gillam, Mr. Timothy Collins, and Mrs. 
Priscilla Arthur presented Bird’s Programs for High Student 
Involvement and Spirit at the 10th Annual Conference of 
the New England League of Middle Schools in Hyannis, 
MA. Their presentation was overwhelmingly endorsed by 
attendees, and they were invited back for this spring’s 
conference. Longtime guidance counselor, Mrs. Sandra 
Esmond, transferred to the Assistant Principal’s position at 
Fisher School. 


Student accomplishments were highlighted by the 
participation of Emily Copeland, grade eight, as Bird Middle 
School’s representative in the Annual Spelling and Geog- 
raphy Bees sponsored nationally. This was the first time 
one student earned both titles. Eight math students pio- 
neered Bird’s launching into the regional MathCounts com- 
petition in March. Six memorial awards were presented to 
graduating eighth graders in June 1990. Kristen Marshall 
was awarded the Leonard Downs Memorial Award for the 
highest academic averages after five years at Bird Middle 
School. Emily Copeland received the Laura M. Warcup 
Award in social studies, and Melissa Rider was presented 
with the Home Economics Award. Bassim Ibrahim was the 
recipient of the Suzanne Grimes trophy for participation 
and enthusiasm in school athletic programs and events, 
and Christine Black was honored with the Jan Ostrum 
trophy for outstanding school participation, leadership, and 
spirit. The Swenson Award for outstanding overall growth 
and development was presented to Kelly Costello. Timothy 
Reilly was presented with the Walpole Friends of Music 
plaque as the outstanding grade eight musician. 


1991 saw the leadership of the Parent Advisory 
Council passed on from four year President, Dorothy 
Embree, to Donna Perry. The Parent Volunteer Program, 
organized by Barbara Swartz, continued to enrich and 
support the overall school program with increased partici- 
pation and new volunteer projects. The 7th Annual Silent 
Auction, generously supported by the community at large, 
co-chaired by Melissa Hubbard and Nancy Farris, netted 
$7,200 which provided quality enrichment programs for all 
students and financial assistance to the dwindling school 
budget. The faculty and staff of Bird Middle School pre- 
sented appreciation gifts at the Annual Grade Eight Awards 
Night to four parents who were retiring from their many 
years of BMS service as they graduated with their youngest 
child: Mrs. Dorothy Embree, Mrs. Martha Everhard, Mrs. 
Joan Reilly, and Mrs. Judith Winslow. 


Mrs. Mary Costello retired after thirty-six years of 
teaching with twenty-six of those years in service to the 
Town of Walpole. Mrs. Costello taught fourth, fifth, and sixth 
grade classes at Boyden School and Bird Middle School. 
Mr. Fred Davino and Mr. William Innocent were honored for 
their twenty-five years of service to the Town of Walpole. 


1991 was an excellent year at Bird Middle School. As 
we continue to work toward our ultimate goal of educating 
every child to his/her maximum potential, we invite the 
community to join hands with us as we accept the never 
ending challenge of striving toward a level of educational 
excellence for all the children of Walpole. 


JOHNSON MIDDLE SCHOOL—1991 


The winds of educational change are certainly being 
felt at the Johnson Middle School in 1991-1992. Along with 
the Bird Middle School, Johnson has launched a three-year 
program to assess, implement, and monitor the efficacy of 
altering the traditional academic grouping practices of 
middle schools. This has resulted in students being less 
categorized within the instructional process and the overall 
focus of the school becoming more heterogeneous in 
classroom compositions. 


Instructionally, we have maintained our commitment 
to provide the soundest and most functional educational 
setting which will provide our students with the skills, 
knowledge, and training to be competitive in the 21st 
century. Our instructional goal is to certainly prepare our 
students for high school, but beyond that immediate objec- 
tive we strive to empower our student body to be lifelong 
self-learners. As an adjunct to our instruction, we maintain 
a diligent monitoring process of our curriculum, and as a 
staff we regularly, through direct assessment, testing data, 
student/parent feedback, and national research, respond 
to the need to keep our course offerings rigorous and 
competitive with the demands of our changing society. 
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Our staff is an active group of people and over the 
years has sought out a number of courses, in-service and 
staff development offerings which better enables them to 
deal with the changing nature of middle school teaching. As 
in the past, we have staff who are pursuing advance 
degrees, and as a school we philosophically recognize our 
responsibility to continue our own education as we provide 
for our students. On a bittersweet note, we bade a grateful 
farewell to Ruth White from the fifth grade team who retired, 
and Nancy Lawrence from the seventh grade team who left 
to enter private industry. They are missed, and we are 
pleased and fortunate to welcome Bob Murphy and Kathy 
Fanning who are now teaching in their respective assign- 
ments. 


Despite some reduction in student services necessi- 
tated by budget cut-backs, we are still offering a diverse 
selection of student electives which allow all our students, 
grades 5-8, to experience middle school in its fullest con- 
text. We have maintained topical field trips for all grades 
and have participated in a number of activities and compe- 
titions involving art, music, geography, spelling, writing, 
and general knowledge. As we have for the past four years, 
Johnson and Bird have combined to offer middle school 
dances, and we will once again offer as a peak experience 
in foreign language, trips to Montreal and New York for 
eighth grade students taking French and Spanish. We fully 
appreciate the need for our students to see the relevance 
of their education and to alert them to the fact that learning 
takes place all around them, not just in the classroom. We 
also appreciate the fact that resources for non-classroom 
activities are at a premium. 


Besides our own efforts and cost-saving measures, 
the Johnson Parents Advisory Council has been instru- 
mental in maintaining our students access to cultural and 
curricula activities which we otherwise would not have. 
Priscilla Perkins, our Cultural Arts Coordinator, and our co- 
chairs Kathy Larsen and Sharon Carleton, have been 
strong advocates for a number of initiatives which have 
brought us field trip money, visiting dignitaries, opera 
performances, jazz groups, dance troupes, and a visiting 
zoo. While our P.A.C. is small in number, it has proven itself 
to be an organization instrumental to the excellence of our 
school. 


Our future at Johnson is a busy one and a course to 
be determined by our own resourcefulness and vigor. The 
nineties are going to be a decade of challenge and ob- 
stacles which will require the intellect, stamina, and com- 
mitment of the entire school community. At Johnson, we 
plan to continue our focus on the total development of the 
child for life in the 21st century. 


WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL—1991 


Walpole High School graduated 178 seniors in June, 
1991. Eighty-eight percent (88.0) of the graduating class 
continued on to post-secondary education. 


The Academic Decathlon team qualified for the state 
finals for the seventh year in a row, placing 10th overall in 
the large school division. About 59 high schools entered the 
Eastern Massachusetts Academic Decathlon this year. 


Three faculty members retired concluding sixty-five 
years of dedicated service to the Walpole Public Schools: 
Lucille Drane (19), Pauline Powers (20), and Paul Wendler 
(26). 


Art students received 23 awards in the Scholastic Art 
Awards competition. Eight were awarded Honorable Men- 
tion and displayed in the regional show. Two were awarded 
Gold Keys and exhibited in both the regional and state 
exhibits. Six received Blue Ribbons while four received 
Judges’ Distinction. Three portfolios were selected as 
semi-finalists with two chosen as national finalists out of 
150 entries. 


The school received a Certificate of Merit for National 
Achievement in Art for Scholastic Awards. Three students 
were nominated and accepted to the Art All State Festival 
which selects 150 outstanding high school junior art majors 
in Massachusetts. Four students were accepted to the 
Honors class at the Museum School of Art and attended 
with scholarships from the Walpole Arts Lottery Council. 
Eight students were selected to participate in the Boston 
University Saturday morning art class. Eight students had 
one man shows at the Walpole Public Library sponsored by 
the Walpole Arts Council. One student’s logo design was 
selected by The Friends of the Library. One student’s logo 
design was selected by the Walpole Teacher's Association 
while another's logo design was selected by the Academic 
Excellence and Renaissance in Education Committee. 
One student was awarded a scholarship by the Walpole 
Arts Council for the summer pre-college program at Par- 
sons School of Design in New York City. 


Thirty-four music students qualified for the South- 
eastern District and SEMSBA Band, Chorus, and Orches- 
tra music festivals. Two music students qualified for the 
Massachusetts All-State Music Festival Chorus and one 
was selected as an alternate to the All-Eastern Chorus. 


The high school Drama Club opened its fall season 
with The Crucible on November 7 and 8, 1991, and is 
currently preparing for its February musical, Into the 
Woods. Last spring the club presented South Pacific in 
front of sellout audiences. 
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English students received recognition as wellin 1991, 
with three named as members of the High School Journal- 
ism Honor Society, The Quill and Scroll, and three students 
won $500 each in the VFW Voice of Democracy speech 
contest. 


Fourteen students were initiated into the National 
Junior Classical League Latin Honor Society, nine for the 
first time, three for the second time, and two for the third 
time. Thirty-three award winners were announced on the 
National Latin Exam, two receiving a Gold Medal (one a 
perfect score in Level 2), and eleven were awarded the 
Silver Medal. 


Three Spanish students were named winners in the 
National Spanish Exam. 


Rebel athletic teams continued to excel in the Bay 
State League and statewide with six teams qualifying for 
post-season action, five capturing league titles, and three 
earning the distinction of state champions: Cross Country 
- Bay State League Herget Division Champions plus Divi- 
sion IIl State Champions; Field Hockey - Bay State Herget 
Division Champions; Football - Bay State Herget Division 
Champions and Division IIB State Champions; Softball - 
Bay State Herget Division Champions and South Sectional 
Champions; Girls’ Tennis - Bay State Herget Division 
Champions and Division I] State Champions. 


Not only did Walpole High School athletes shine on 
the field but in the classroom as well with 464 receiving 
MIAA gold certificates for maintaining a 3.0-4.0 grade point 
average, and 101 receiving MIAA Silver certificates for 
maintaining a 2.5-2.99 grade point average - 73.8 percent 
of those participating in athletics. 


70.9 percent of Walpole High School parents at- 
tended the November 1991 Parent-Teacher Conferences. 


One hundred and eighty-seven students received 
Classroom Performance Awards. These were presented to 
students in Grades 9 through 11. Award criteria are stu- 
dents’ understanding and acceptance of course responsi- 
bilities inside and outside of class, achievement as deter- 
mined by grade, enthusiasm, effort and consideration of 
others. 


Twenty-one students received perfect attendance 
awards for the 1990-1991 school year.

TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


In July 1991 the School Committee reorganized and 
elected the following officers: William Vellante (Millis) 
Chairman, Janice Young (Walpole) Vice-Chairman, and 
Dr. D. E. Leco (North Attleboro) Secretary. 


The School Committee conducts its regularly sched- 
uled meetings on the first and third Wednesday of each 
month at 8:00 P.M. in the Committee Meeting Room at the 
school. From the beginning of November until the end of 
January, the Budget Sub-Committee meets on the second 
and fourth Wednesdays specifically for the purpose of 
budget development. Other sub-committee meetings are 
scheduled as needed. 


Graduation 

On June 3, 1991 156 students were graduated in an 
impressive afternoon ceremony. Chairman Charles 
Mucciarone delivered the Address of Welcome to more 
than one thousand guests. Music was provided by the Millis 
High School Band. 


Mary Fleming, Director of Pupil Personnel Services, 
presented scholarships and awards totaling more than 
$25,000 to deserving senior students. Walpole residents 
who were recipients of awards and scholarships were Scott 
Young, Alyse McLaughlin, John Daley, and Paul 
Cournoyer. Franklin residents were Frank Suchanek, 
Tiffany Lodico, Dawn Vaughn, Eric Johnson, Audra 
Alberto, and Linda Rugoletti. North Attleboro residents 
were Brian Botelho, Jennifer Costa, Joshua Collins, Jen- 
nifer Martin, Eric Paradis, Neil Boyle, David Gregory, 
Bernadette Mulvaney, and Melanie Soullier. Medway resi- 
dents were Kurt Mistler, Scott Hamel, Shane Stevens, 
Traci Lee Bennett, Dennis Ceruti, Stephanie Coakley, Eric 
Hoban and Martin Blenkhorn. Also, Gregory Mitchell from 
Medfield, Troy Bickford from Millis and David Pepin and 
Sean Bray from Seekonk. 


Pupil Personnel Services 

In September 1991, Tri-County welcomed approxi- 
mately 732 students to the new school year. Of that 
number, 66 were Walpole residents. 


The ninth graders embarked on their exploration of 
eight vocational and technical career areas. This program 
which truly is the best vocational evaluation known also 
requires students to explore areas which are non-tradi- 
tional by gender. It is hoped that more students will select 
non-traditional areas and that any apprehension which 
may exist for those who do will be lessened by this experi- 
ence. 
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Tri-County administered the PSAT’s for the College 
Board. Results of the test are used for counseling students 
regarding postgraduate studies and for awarding National 
Merit Scholarships. Through this program Yeasah Pell of 
Franklin was selected as a National Merit Commended 
Student. Tri-County counselors, parents, and students 
joined other area towns for a Higher Education Evening in 
Walpole with over 200 college Co-op/Vocational counsel- 
ors to work with them on job placement, co-op, and for 
college counseling. 


The Pupil Personnel Department developed evening 
programs for 1990-1991 centered around the theme of 
“Parenting in the 90’s”. The Guidance Department estab- 
lished a Peer Helpers program to assist with school adjust- 
ment and to introduce Vocational Education to junior high 
students in the community. The department continued its 
programs for parents on Financial Aid, College Selection, 
and Special Needs. Tri-County hosted Open Houses for 
Grade 8 students and their parents on November 19 and 
February 13 and continued to hold guided tours at the 
school on Tuesdays for the public. Hundreds of parents 
took the opportunity to tour their vocational technical high 
school. 


In November 1991, Tri-County sponsored two Career 
Days for its member towns. This year Grade 8 students from 
the sending towns had the opportunity to see and to hear 
career options centered on eighteen vocational and techni- 
cal areas and to view the vocational technical component of 
the Franklin School System housed at Tri-County. 


Academic Programs 

All students at Tri-County follow a core curriculum 
which requires four years of study in each of the major 
academic disciplines: English, Math, Science, and Social 
Studies. Students also are required to successfully com- 
plete at least two years of physical education, and to take 
other elective programs such as business, word process- 
ing, drafting, etc. to insure that everyone has a full schedule 
of classes each year. There are no study periods and each 
student must carry a full schedule. 


Until recently all academic courses were taught and 
structured using an ability grouped approach. Recently 
there has been movement towards homogeneous grouping 
of students in some academic courses while maintaining 
ability grouping when curriculum demands such a structure. 
For instance, those students who take College Algebra | are 
clearly top level students. On the other hand students who 
take the ninth grade science course titled “Health Aware- 
ness” are heterogeneously scheduled. 


Curriculum review and revision continues to be a high 
priority in all academic courses at Tri-County. In response 
to changes in admissions requirements at many engineer- 
ing colleges we now offer a course titled “Introduction to 
Calculus” as a part of our math offerings. 


During the 1991-1992 school year much emphasis 
will be placed upon the further refinement of our “applied” 
academic curriculum. By ensuring that academic concepts 
are taught through a relevant methodology using examples 
from trade applications as well as actually using a “hands- 
on” approach when possible, we hope to capitalize upon 
the learning strengths of our students. We expect that our 
program will expand and build upon our existing programs 
by incorporating more academic content in vocational and 
technical courses; by making existing academic courses 
more vocationally relevant; and by improving the alignment 
of academic and vocational curricula. 


Vocational Programs 

Tri-County’s vocational programs continue to provide 
numerous services to both individual and community mem- 
bers of the Tri-County School District. 


The Auto Shop is responsible for maintaining, repair- 
ing, and servicing all of our school vehicles. We also 
provide services and repairs to the people who reside in Tri- 
County’s district towns. The Auto Repair program received 
ASE Master Certification from the National Automotive 
Technicians Education Foundation, Inc. (NATEF) in 1990- 
1991. This certification is nationally recognized and is 
considered to be the highest achievement known in the 
Automotive Industry. The Master Certification was 
awarded to the following areas of Automotive service: 
Automatic Transmission and Trans Axle, Brakes, Electrical 
Systems, Engine Performance, Engine Repair, Heating 
and Air Conditioning, Manual Drive Train and Axles, and 
Suspension and Steering. 


Since the addition of Tri-County’s new “Down Draft 
Spray Booth”, our complete paint jobs have been rated as 
equal to that of any first class Auto Body Repair Shop. 
Student placement rates remain high in this much needed 
profession. 


The Machine Shop curriculum is designed to meet the 
needs of industry. Industry is seeking students with vertical 
and horizontal milling machine experience. Industry is also 
desirous of hiring graduate students that have experience 
setting up and operating computer numerical control ma- 
chines. Tri-County graduates have experienced 100% 
placement over the past several years. 


The Metal Fabrication/Industrial Technology pro- 
gram trains our graduates in all phases of welding and 
cutting. Students are able to be tested and receive Welding 
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Certification that will help them to gain employment after 
completing school. Industrial Technology students are 
trained to do residential and commercial wiring and perform 
small engine repair. Industrial Technology trains some of 
our select students to become “Equipment Technicians” 
and to gain employment with Texas Instruments at its 
highest salary level. This successful program has been in 
operation for two years. 


The Plumbing program continues to provide graduate 
students with the necessary skills and habits to become 
licensed (state) journeymen. In the Plumbing Shop there 
are simulated house and apartment mock-ups where our 
future plumbers are trained in all aspects of the plumbing 
trade. 


The simulated shop job activities and the correlated 
theory program within our Electrical program prepare our 
graduate students for the state journeymen examination. 


Both the Carpentry and Masonry shops prepare our 
student graduates for the construction trades. Many of our 
graduates are employed doing carpentry and masonry 
work in the building industry. Many of our Tri-County Alumni 
operate their own businesses. These two shops recently 
completed a large storage compartment 34' X 24' attached 
to the plumbing/masonry shops. 


Technical Programs 

The Child Care Program continues to attract large 
numbers of Toddlers and Preschool children into their 
program to service the developmental needs of younger 
members of the Tri-County District. 


Commercial Art has multiple Desktop Publishing 
computer stations and students are learning updated meth- 
ods of design on state of the art equipment. The Page 
Maker Program is taught to 10, 11, and 12th grade stu- 
dents. 


Cosmetology provides students with 1000 hours of 
instruction to prepare them for the State License in Hair- 
dressing. Facial and manicuring along with hair care con- 
tinue to make this a popular program for area residents. 
The clinic is open to members of the community during the 
school year. 


The Culinary Arts Shop has provided Holiday and 
Ethnic Buffets for area residents throughout the year. The 
Dining Room (Gerry’s Place) and Bake Shop continue to 
attract many local patrons. Senior Citizens groups from the 
community visit Tri-County to sample the delicious meals 
that are prepared by the students. Gerry’s Place is open to 
the public for lunch during the school year. 


Electronic Technology has added consumer product 
service to their curriculum which will provide additional jobs 
for students in the Electronic field. Many students continue 
their education at two and four year colleges in the area of 
laser technology and computer programming. 


Graphic Arts has provided their printing service to 
Town Halls, Police and Fire Departments, as well as many 
non-profit organizations throughout the Tri-County District. 


Marketing/Secretarial Education continues to ex- 
pand their program by offering students instruction in the 
areas of Legal and Medical Secretarial office skills. Along 
with Retailing and Banking instruction, the students are 
mastering skills in Computerized Accounting, Data Base 
Management, Word Processing, and Lotus 1-2-3. Many 
students receive realistic career training in Banking by 
working at the Dean Cooperative Bank located at Tri- 
County. The Bank is open to the public during the school 
year for all banking services. 


Medical Career (Nursing Assistant) is anew program 
in our Technical Department. The program is state-certified 
and provides students with skills to work in a variety of 
medical settings. The course combines both classroom 
instruction and practice in a nursing lab. 


Adult Education 

The Evening School program has enrolled approxi- 
mately 675 students for the 1990-1991 school year. Nurs- 
ing Assistant, Advanced Manicuring, Typing, Lotus 1-2-3, 
and Secretarial Skills have been added to the program due 
to increased interest by the residents of the District. The 
Adult Education program of studies will continue to include 
Carpentry, Cosmetology, Electrical Code, Esthetics, 
HVAC & R, Introduction to CAD, Introduction to Word 
Processing, Machine Shop, Manicuring, Plumbing Code, 
Welding, and Woodworking. The Mandatory Code Review 
course for licensed Electricians will be held on selected 
Saturdays throughout the year. 


Athletics 

Tri-County continues to field ten interscholastic pro- 
grams as well as Fall and Winter Cheerleading. Over one 
hundred students participated each season. All of the 
teams received either a gold or silver certificate from the 
M.I.A.A. for their academic excellence. 


Patience paid off for Tri-County during the 1990-1991 
school year. Twenty-five students participated in the young 
Cougar Wrestling team winning 7 of 11 matches. The Girls’ 
and Boys’ Basketball teams showed strong improvements 
with a young team. The Boys’ Basketball team made it to its 
first ever state tournament, while the Girls’ Basketball team 
showed signs for next season’s state tournament. 
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The 1990 Fall season saw the school put up their first 
banner in the gym in many years as the Football team was 
crowned co-champs. The Cross Country team had eleven 
wins with many runners due back next season. The young 
Volleyball and Soccer teams finished with good feelings of 
years to come. Meanwhile, the Girls’ Cheerleading Squad 
continued to encourage our teams on. 


The Tri-County Athletic Association continued to re- 
cruit new members and showed much support to the 
athletic programs. A newly founded Tri-County Hall of 
Fame Committee was established and looks forward to the 
induction of its first former athletes in 1992. 


Student Activities 

Tri-County has an active VICA Chapter (Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of America). In the 1991 National VICA 
competitions, Tri-County was well represented. David Gre- 
gory of North Attleboro won a bronze medal and Yeasah 
Pell of Franklin won a merit award (top 10%). Over ninety- 
nine students participated at the local, state, and national 
levels. Plans for this year’s competition are on-going. 


In the Fall of 1991, Tri-County will be involved in a 
cultural and technical exchange program with Lycee Tech- 
nique Rene Cassin (Rene Cassin Technical School). Tri- 
County students and staff will host their counterparts from 
France for eight to fifteen days and will journey to France in 
February of 1992 for seven to ten days. 


Potential future exchanges are being explored with a 
school in Ireland. 


Summary 

As we move into 1992 and continue to provide for the 
educational needs of our students, we wish to thank the 
District residents for their support and cooperation. We 
intend to maintain in the future the high educational stan- 
dards that have earned Tri-County that support in the past.

— Continuation of the “Early Immersion” for children 
program designed to increase the resources avail- 
able to parents, children, and day care providers in 
Walpole. This is funded through an LSCA Title III 
grant and the state Board of Library Commissioners. 


— Beginning of an LSCA collection development grant 
to provide money for books and other material. 


— Programs which brought speakers into the library 
covering such topics as job hunting, time manage- 
ment, investing, and estate planning. 


— Children’s summer reading program which encour- 
aged a record number of Walpole’s children to pick 
up a few good books for the summer. 


— Library-school cooperative summer program which 
brought school system computers into the library to 
be used in computer classes offered by the library. 


— Continued growth of the Friends of the Library 
group. 


— Expansion of the library computer center. 


Special thanks to Mary Locke, Carol Kingsbury, Bob 
Poletto, Evan Gessman, Friends of the Library, and the 
many other people of the community who contributed their 
time, effort, and good will to the library.

TOWN PLANNING 
PLANNING BOARD 


The Town of Walpole Planning Board meets on the 
first and third Thursday of each month, in addition to special 
meetings as required. All Planning Board meetings are 
open tothe public. Each meeting is held in the Main Meeting 
Room of Town Hall and begins at 7:30 pm unless otherwise 
posted. In order to hear vital public input and to provide 
opportunities for citizens to observe and participate in the 
planning and development process, the Board encourages 
citizens to attend each meeting. 


Throughout 1991, the deepening recession was evi- 
denced by the virtual halt in the filing of subdivision appli- 
cations with the Planning Board. The following graph 
illustrates subdivision activity in Walpole over the last five 
years: 


SUBDIVISION PLANS FILED BY YEAR 
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Only two preliminary plans and three definitive plans 
were submitted for approval in 1991. A total of $9,450 in 
filing fees was collected to process these applications. Of 
the two preliminary plans filed in 1991, one was approved 
(Farmview Road) and one was withdrawn (Villa Terrace). 
Of the three definitive plans filed in 1991, two were ap- 
proved (Jorie Lane Extension, Nightingale Farm Road) and 
one is pending approval in 1992 (Wisteria Ways One). Also 
in 1991, one definitive plan filed in 1989 (Cypress Lane 
Extension) was approved and one definitive plan filed in 
1990 (Schoolhouse Acres) was disapproved. The Planning 
Board also acted on 18 “Approval not Required” (Form A) 
plans in 1991, collecting $375 in filing fees. 


The slowdown in new development activity did not 
mean an inactive year for the Planning Board, however. 
Foreclosures, bank failures, and bankruptcies put a num- 
ber of performance guarantees for ongoing subdivisions in 
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jeopardy. The Planning Board spent a considerable 
amount of time negotiating with various developers and 
contractors in order to move unfinished subdivisions to- 
ward completion. 


The slowdown also allowed the Planning Board to 
“catch its breath” and complete a comprehensive refine- 
ment of its Rules and Regulations Governing the Subdivi- 
sion of Land and the Issuance of Certain Special Permits. 
In March, this two-year long process culminated in the 
adoption of several amendments, highlights of which are: 


e toencourage the submission of a phasing schedule, in 
accordance with the newly adopted “Subdivision Phas- 
ing” by-law, with a Definitive Plan application 


¢ a total revamping of the “Definitions” section 


e the codification of the procedures for estimating, re- 
ducing, and releasing performance guarantees 


¢ a total revamping of drainage system design stan- 
dards, including the requirement that all drainage sys- 
tems be privately owned and maintained 


¢ arequirementthat endorsement of an approved Defini- 
tive Plan must be sought within 60 days after the appeal 
period expires 


* a requirement that the construction of subdivisions 
must conform with any Orders of Conditions issued by 
the Conservation Commission 


e the adoption of a revised Form A (Approval not Re- 
quired), Form F (Covenant), and new Passbook Ac- 
ceptance Form 


Because of the extensive changes to the Subdivision 
Rules and Regulations and the Zoning By-Law over the last 
two years, the Planning Board suggests that interested 
citizens, developers, engineers, and attorneys obtain the 
latest editions of each at the Town Clerk’s Office ($8.00 
each). Copies of each publication are also available for 
reference at the Library. 


At the Spring Annual Town Meeting in April, funding 
for the position of Town Planner was eliminated from the 
FY92 budget. This unfortunate event prevented the Plan- 
ning Board from hiring a successor to Douglas Landry who 
resigned in September 1990 as Walpole’s first Town Plan- 


ner. Recognizing the absolute need for professional plan- 
ning assistance for the Town of Walpole, the Planning 
Board will strive to restore funding for the position for FY93. 
Also at the Spring Town Meeting, the Zoning By-Law was 
amended to the extent of prohibiting Residential Care 
Continuums in the Residence B zoning district. In addition, 
two streets were accepted as public ways (Overlea Road 
and Bramel Circle). 


At the Fall Town Meeting in October, a rezoning of a 
portion of the former Bird & Son site in East Walpole from 
B (Business) to LM (Limited Manufacturing) was approved. 
This same site was the subject of a 1987 rezoning which 
would have allowed neighborhood business uses. Pending 
approval of the rezoning by the Commonwealth's Attorney 
General, the proponents of this recent plan on developing 
an electric cogeneration facility on the site. Despite a 
recommendation for unfavorable action by the Planning 
Board, the Finance Committee recommended favorable 
action and Town Meeting subsequently voted its approval. 
Also at the Fall Town Meeting, three streets were accepted 


as public ways (Abbey Road, Old Town Road, and 
Tanglewood Road). 


In May, David Kearney was elected to a second 
consecutive three-year term on the Planning Board. A 
reorganization was subsequently held in which Mr. 
Kearney was re-elected as chairman, Gavin Viano was 
elected as vice-chairman, and Thomas Driscoll was 
elected as clerk. Joseph Manfredi and Elizabeth 
Nashawaty are the other members of the Town of Walpole 
Planning Board. 


Contrary to the somewhat popular belief, planning is 
not an activity which is only useful during periods of rapid 
growth and development. Planning is an ongoing function 
which is best accomplished when there is ample time to 
clearly evaluate problems and solutions - in short, when 
there is time to plan! The Planning Board looks forward to 
an active 1992 in shaping the future development of the 
Town of Walpole. 


SEWER & WATER COMMISSION 


This year the Commission welcomed Kevin Muti, our 
newest member. Thomas Bowen, Jr. was re-elected Chair- 
man, with Robert Van Ness as Clerk. Robert Barrett and 
Patrick Fasanello continued their membership on the 
Board. The Commission has been working in the past few 
years to greatly improve the sewer and water infrastructure 
of the Town. This year saw completion of several of these 
improvement projects. Construction was completed on the 
new 3.0 million gallon water tank. This tank brings our 
usable stored water to just over 6.0 million gallons, which 
is approximately two times our pervious capacity. The new 
tank was named for Bernard Duffy, former Town Modera- 
tor, whose leadership will be missed by the entire Town. 


This year also saw the completion of the new Septage 
Receiving Facility. The Facility was completed in Decem- 
ber, after a decade of planning and debate over its location 
and design. This brings to an end, the difficulty the Town 
has had over the “Grit Chamber’. 


The Commission worked hard over the past year to 
see the design and completion of Neponset Well #1. This 
Well is nearly complete and should be on line by the 
summer of 1992. The Well will add approximately 600,000 
gallons of water per day to the current supply. These 
improvements to production and storage of water will 
greatly benefit the Town for decades to come. 


The addition of the Septage Receiving Facility pro- 
vides residents with a method of waste disposal and allows 
the Town to comply with all the outstanding consent orders. 


The Commission thanks Mr. Merriam, our agent, and 
Mr. Feeney for their help this year. Our thanks also go to Mr. 
Rick Mattson, our Superintendent, and his staff for their 
work during the year. Special thanks to our secretary, Mary 
Frisbee. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The offices of the Walpole Housing Authority are 
located at 8 Diamond Pond Terrace and are open Monday 
— Friday, 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. The telephone number is 
668-7878. The Board of Commissioners meet regularly at 
7:30 p.m. on the first Monday of the month in the community 
Room at Diamond Pond Terrace. 
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The Authority owns and manages 130 units of state 
owned public housing - 118 units of elderly housing and 12 
units of family housing. The waiting lists for these pro- 
grams, although lengthy, are open and applications may be 
obtained at the Housing Authority office. Any questions 
regarding eligibility, availability or the application process 
should be directed to the administrative staff. 


In addition, the Authority administers over 100 units of 
rental assistance via two programs, one state (Chapter 
707) and one federal (Section 8). The waiting lists for these 
programs are also lengthy and unfortunately the Authority, 
for the first time in its history, has had to close both of them. 
The Chapter 707 program was closed due to a lack of 
funding from the Commonwealth and all certificates have 
been frozen. The waiting list for the Section 8 program had 
to be closed because the demand for assistance had grown 
so great during these difficult times, that with our limited 
resources it was not practical to continue to accept new 
applications. 


1991 was a difficult year at the Authority. The state 
fiscal crisis was far reaching, not only in the 707 Rental 
Assistance Program but in the Elderly and Family Pro- 
grams as well. The Authority’s operating budgets were 
decreased and strict controls were placed on spending. In 
addition, the tenant’s share of the rent was increased from 
25% of their income (slightly less if they pay their own 
utilities) to 27% in 1991 and it will rise to 30% in 1992. This 
percentage will now match the share of income that tenants 
on federally funded programs pay. 


In May, Joseph Betro was re-elected to the Board at 
the annual town election. At the annual meeting of the 
Board in May, James J. Armstrong was re-elected Chair- 
man, Joseph Betro, Vice-Chairman and Ernest Manocchio 
as Treasurer. Jay Delaney and Ann Bruce were elected as 
assistant Treasurers. 
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Ann Bruce, who was appointed by the Governor in 
1989 and whose term expired in 1991, served until Novem- 
ber. The Board wishes to express their gratitude to Ann for 
her dedicated service and her faithfulness to the ideals of 
providing safe, sanitary and affordable housing. 


In November, Barbara Lorusso was appointed by the 
new administration to serve a five year term on the Board 
as State-appointee. The Board welcomed Barbara in No- 
vember and is looking forward to working with her. 


On August 2, 1991, John Wade, who had served as 
maintenance supervisor for 10 years, died very suddenly. 
His passing had a profound effect on the staff and the 
elderly tenant as John was very devoted to his work and 
took very good care of “his ladies”. He was a valuable asset 
to the Authority and will be missed by many. May he rest in 
peace. 


The Commissioner's would like to commend the staff 
for their continued excellence in the day to day manage- 
ment of the Authority, particularly in difficult times. They 
would also like to express their appreciation to the many 
town boards, and departments, especially the Walpole 
Police and Fire Departments, the EMT’s, the Visiting Nurse 
Association and the Dept. of Public Works who continue to 
assist the Authority, particularly the elderly, in so many 
ways throughout the year. 


FINANCES 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT 


| am pleased to submit my annual report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1991. 


Despite reductions in state aid and the adverse im- 
pact on revenues due to the current recession, the financial 
management team effectively managed cash flow and 
avoided borrowing for the anticipation of tax revenues for 
yet another year saving the Town valuable dollars in 
interest expense. 


The Town issued $1,725,000 in long term debt this 
year in the form of general obligation bonds. Proceeds of 
the issue went to finance primarily sewer and water projects 
as well as school planning and design for the renovations 
and addition to the Old Post Road School. It was very 
encouraging when Moody’s Investor Service maintained 
the Town’s bond rating for this issue at “A1”. The confi- 
dence reflected in Moody’s rating of the Town’s financial 
operations was also evident in the favorable rates bid by 
prospective investors at the public sale of the bonds on 
November 21, 1991. The bonds were bought by State 
Street Bank and Trust Company with a low bid of 5.22%.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee is a 15 member committee. 
The members of this Committee are appointed by the Town 
Moderator for a three year term. In Walpole, the terms are 
staggered so that one-third of the Committee member's 
term expire each year. 


The Committee serves as the main advisory body to 
any and every session of Town Meeting. The Committee 
makes a determination of “Favorable Action” or “No Action” 
on every article that the Town Meeting will discuss. The 
determination becomes the action on each article that the 
Town Meeting body will discuss and debate. For the Spring 
Session of the Annual Town Meeting, the Finance Commit- 
tee will also review and recommend to the meeting the 
Town’s Annual Budget. The Committee reviews approxi- 
mately 50 department's financial request for the coming 
fiscal year. It makes a recommendation on each. 


During the past few years, this process has become 
more difficult due to the reduced revenue this Town as well 
as other towns have had to live within. 


The Committee also votes on requests for a transfer 
of funds from the Town’s Reserve Fund. This fund, a 
budget item within the Town’s Budget is used for unfore- 
seen or unexpected expenses that occur during the fiscal 
year. A majority vote of the Committee is required to use 
money from this fund. 


The members of this Committee are citizens who are 
interested in the Town Government. They are citizens that 
are interested in the services that the Town provides. If you 
are interested in these matters, perhaps, you should speak 
to the Town Moderator about serving as a member of the 
Finance Committee. 


The Finance Committee wishes all of us to remember 
former Finance Committee Member and Chairman, Ber- 
nard “Bernie” Duffy. As Town Moderator, he also appointed 
all of us to this Committee and we will all miss his service 
and dedication to the Town of Walpole. 


CAPITAL BUDGET COMMITTEE 


Many of Walpole’s capital outlay projects have had to 
be put on “hold” because of lowered Town revenues. 
Walpole has been very fortunate, however, to have a 2.4 
million dollar Prison Expansion Grant (PEG) with which 
to target infrastructure and public safety needs for the 
Town. 


The Capital Budget Committee has recommended 
allocations of PEG funds which are heavily weighted 
toward public safety (Police and Fire Department equip- 
ment and vehicles), public health (a new water tank) and 
road resurfacing and reconstruction. We have received 
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excellent help and cooperation from the Board of Select- 
men and Town Administrator, James Merriam, in establish- 
ing priorities and determining allocation eligibility for these 
projects. 


The Capital Budget Committee has certainly missed 
our Ex-Officio member, Charles Aspinwell, who left to 
become Town Administrator for the Town of Millis. We want 
to thank Jean St.George and James Merriam for gener- 
ously donating their time and expertise toward helping the 
Capital Budget Committee accomplish its objectives this 
year.

The assessing department is one of complex and 
diversified duties. The main priority of the assessing de- 
partmentis to produce tax revenue for the Town’s operating 
expenses. 


There are three main sources of tax revenue: real 
estate, personal property and motor vehicle taxes. 


This year the Residential tax rate is $11.82 per 
thousand and the Commercial/Industrial tax rate is $12.41. 


James P. Driscoll, our newly elected member of the 
Board, has successfully completed the required course to 
become state certified as an assessor. 


The Department now has six employees who have 
completed this course. 


This is the first time that all three members and the full 
time Appraiser/Assistant Assessor have been state certi- 
fied. 


This year the Town experienced an interim adjust- 
ment to valves. The assessments of single family houses 
were lowered approximately 12 1/2% and condominiums 
were reduced approximately 14%. 


Weare presently involved in a three year data collec- 
tion program, whereby one-third of all properties will have 
an interior and exterior inspection performed yearly. 


The fiscal year 1993 revaluation is underway. This 
project should be completed by mid-summer of 1992. 


The Board consists of three elected members and 
meets on Tuesdays.
